In less than two years Portugal's capital city, Lisbon, has propelled itself to sit comfortably amongst 
Europe's most enticing destinations, collecting an assortment of awards along the way that prove 
the worthiness of its heady ascension. 


Last year Lisbon reigned vic- 
torious in three of the World 
Travel Awards’ most coveted 
categories: ‘Europe’s Leading 
Destination 2009’, ‘Europe’s 
Leading Cruise Destination 
2009’, and ‘Europe’s Leading 
City Break Destination 2009’ . 

Created in 1993 the World 
Travel Awards (WTA) are now 
known as ‘the Oscars of Travel’ 
and referred to by industry ex- 
perts as ‘the travel event of the 
year’ . 

Though the city may still be 
basking in the prestige of last 
year’ s achievements, it not to be 
resting on its laurels. 

Lisbon has been re-nominated 
for all three of the afore-men- 
tioned categories, as well as be- 
ing put forward for ‘Europe’s 
Leading Cruise Port’ . 

Prior to 2009, Lisbon failed to 


impress WTA voters; in 2008 it 
won the title of ‘Europe’s Lead- 
ing Tourist Board’ , though until 
last year it was one of few acco- 
lades achieved by the relatively 
unknown city when compared 
with other destinations inEurope. 

But in 2009, the city’ s poten- 
tial exploded in full view of the 
world. And the praises haven’t 
stopped since. 

In January this year, for the 
second year running , the city col- 
lected the award for ‘World’s 
Best Hostel’ at the eighth annual 
Hoscar (HOStelworld Customer 
Annual Ratings) Awards cer- 
emony, in Dublin. 

Held to recognise the best hos- 
tels in the world, some one mil- 
lion Hostelworld.com customers 
participated in the 2009 awards 
by voting on over 23,000 venues 
from across the globe.

He 
has lived in the Algarve for the 
last 21 years and speaks fluent 
Portuguese as well as Spanish 
and basic Italian. 

As British Consul in 
Portimao, Clive will be respon- 
sible for providing consular 
services to British nationals in 
the Algarve region in Portugal. 
He will lead the consular team 
which helped over 7,000 Brit- 
ish citizens and issued 500 


emergency travel documents 
last year. 

Alex Ellis commented, “I am 
delighted that Clive will be 
heading up the experienced con- 
sular team in Portimao. It’s one 
of the busiest consulates in the 
world, and we strive to provide 
a consistently excellent service 
to British residents and visitors 
to the Algarve. Clive’s back- 
ground in customer service, as 
a British resident living in the 
Algarve, and his experience in 
the tourism sector will help 
ensure that the Consulate in 
Portimao continues to provide 
British nationals with the best 
support, building on the good 
work of Paul and his team.” 



In April, Lisbon was voted 
‘Europe’ s Best Holiday Destina- 
tion’ in a survey conducted by the 
European Consumers Organisa- 
tion, which described “the won- 
derful city” as “the most beauti- 
ful place to go [in Europe] for a 
trip or a week”. 

Lisbon beat off competition 
from destinations such as Barce- 
lona, London, Copenhagen, Bil- 
bao, Lyon, Amsterdam, Berlin, 
Prague and Helsinki, which to- 
gether, and in that order, formed 
the top ten for 2010. 

The independent consumer 
group, based in Brussels, is anon- 
profit-making organisation that 
each year rewards 25 product 
ranges chosen by ajury andEuro- 
pean consumers. 

These achievements followed 
a string of recent awards, includ- 
ing one from travel website 
Lonely Planet, which described 
Lisbon as a “seductive mermaid” 
and ranked the Portuguese capi- 
tal as one of the ten-top cities to 
visit. 

In 2009, Yahoo Travel also 
placed Lisbon as third in its top- 
ten list of cities to visit. 

Just this week, Lisbon was 
voted by one of the world’ s lead- 
ing travel advice websites as Eu- 
rope’ s ‘Most Affordable’ hohday 
destination. 

According to a survey con- 
ducted online by the well-known 
travel advisory website 
Trip Advisor, Lisbon, while not 
being the most attractive, cleanest 
or safest European city, is the 
most affordable for people look- 
ing to take a break in Europe. 

On the other hand. 
Trip Advisor’ s voters elected 
London as the most exciting, but 
most expensive European city, 
while at the same time deciding its 
food was the worst. 

Paris (Prance) and Venice 


(Italy) followed as the second and 
third most expensive destinations 
in Europe. 

According to the nearly 3,000 
people who took part in the sur- 
vey, Lisbon is more cost- friendly 
than Prague (Czech Repubhc) and 
Istanbul (Turkey), which take sec- 
ond and third place respectively. 

In 2009 Prague was voted as the 
most economic European holiday 
destination, followed by Amster- 
dam (Holland) and Istanbul; last 
year Lisbon did not even make it 
onto a TripAdvisor list, let alone 
feature amongst the top-three 
most economic destinations. 

Of the 2,963 people who par- 
ticipated in the survey, 559 were 
British. 

Interestingly, along with Lon- 
don, Liverpool and Birmingham 
were elected as having the worst 
gastronomy. By contrast, Rome, 
Paris andBarcelona were, accord- 
ing to the travellers, where food is 
the best. 

Purthermore, this year the na- 
tional tourism board was granted 
a boosted budget in excess of 
€229 .2 mill ion, having risen by 0. 8 
percent in relation to 2009. 

According to January reports, 
€11.5 million of that total was fi- 
nanced by EC funds. 

It recently transpired that the 
budget destined for promoting 
Portugal abroad was not affected 
by recent cost-cutting measures, 
implemented as an attempt to re- 
duce the country’s burgeoning 
deficit. 

Last month State Secretary for 
Tourism, Bernardo Trindade, said 
“Expenditure relating to the in- 
vestment and work we have been 
carrying out to add value to the 
‘Portugal’ brand and our presence 
abroad is guaranteed”. 

“We have apromotional budget 
that will be maintained”, he 
stressed. 
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Opportunists employing crafty M.O. to swipe belongings

A thief stealing a laptop through an open car window. 
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Over the past eight days at least 
three people - two from the Lagoa 
area and one from Vila do Bispo - 
have been the victims of a careMly 
crafted scheme designed to dis- 
tract unsuspecting targets while 
their handbag is snatched from 
under their noses . A fourth victim 
from Almancil had her handbag 
ripped from her very person after 
being accosted by a vehicle in a 
‘ snatch- and-drive’ hit in Olhos 
d’ Agua, Albufeira. 

George Pryce, who has lived in 
the Algarve for 12 years, was the 
first victim to be duped to tell The 
Portugal News of the incident. 

Mr. Pryce explained how last 
Thursday morning he had 
“popped into a local flower 
shop” in Lagoa. 

Carrying his pouch in his hand, 
he walked the few streets from 
where he had parked his car, 
within sight of the local Town 
Hall and police station, to the 
flower shop and back. 

“F d decided to lay the flowers 
on the backseat of my car so I put 
my pouch there too”, he re- 
counted, elaborating: “As I was 
arranging the flowers on the seat a 
car pulled up alongside me. The 
driver asked for directions. He 
spoke good but broken English”. 

The driver, who was accompa- 
niedbyafemale passenger, got out 
a map and asked Mr. Pryce to 
trace the directions on it. A few 
minutes later, after being in- 
formed, the couple drove off. 

As Mr. Price went to sit behind 
the wheel of his vehicle he no- 
ticed his pouch was no longer on 
the backseat. 

“I suspect that a third person 
took it as I was engrossed giving 
directions to the couple in the car. 
They must have picked that per- 
son up afterwards” he told The 
Portugal News, warning, “They 
definitely knew what they were 
doing”. 

He added “The exact same 
thing happened to my wife four 
or five years ago in the car park of 
anE.Leclerc supermarket”. 

“Within minutes” Mr. Pryce 
had reported the incident to the 
police andcancelledhis bank cards, 
though failed to notice any detail 
about the vehicle: “Youdon’teven 
think of taking notice while you’ re 
giving directions”, he reasoned. 

A few hours later Mr. Pryce’ s 
wife received a call from the 
EIESA sand exhibition in Pera, 
saying the pouchhadbeen found, 
after apparently being dumped 
there. 

After retrieving it, Mr. Pryce 
verified “all my bank cards and 
money had gone”. 

Days later, sales representative 
Angela Bell was the victim of an 
identical incident, which took 
place on Monday this week, in the 
carpark of an Intermarche super- 
market, in Carvoeiro, Lagoa. 

“I often stop in that car park to 
makebusiness calls”, sheexplained. 

‘ ‘I don ’ t have air conditioning in 
my car so both my front windows 
were open. I had my handbag and 
laptop on the passenger seat”. 

Mrs. Bell recounted “A car 
pulled up behind mine . There was 
ayoung couple in the front, ablond 
girl and a young man; they beck- 
onedformeto givethemdirections”. 

“They spoke a mix of English 
with Portuguese and Spanish”. 

Mrs. Bell explained how she 
stood with her back to the driver’ s 
door of her vehicle as the couple 
“got out a map” and asked her to 
point out directions. 

“They said they wanted to 
avoid toll gates”. 

‘ ‘I watched as they drove off and 


thought it was abit strange as they 
seemed to saunter round the car 
park as opposed to rushing off be- 
fore they forgot the directions, as 
you would expect”, Mrs. Bell 
told The Portugal News. 

Despite both the handbag and 
the laptop still being on the pas- 
senger seat, after picking up her 
handbag,Mrs. Bell felt that it was 
noticeably lighter. Upon further 
inspection, she verified that her 
purse was missing. Thinking she 
may have misplaced it she 
searched inside the car, then “It 
dawned on me that the purse had 
probably been stolen”. 

Like Mr. Pryce, Mrs. Bell also 
failed to notice the car’ s licence 
plate. 

“It all happened so fast, it 
couldn’ t have been more then two 
or three minutes; I didn’t hear or 
suspect anything”. 

She did however manage to de- 
scribe the opportunists’ vehicle 
to police: “It was dark grey; like 
a Toyota”. 

The third scam took place on 
Wednesday this week, when a 
resident from Parque da Eloresta, 
Vila do Bispo, was approached by 
the same couple “in a dark grey 
Renault” in the car park of the lo- 
cal Lidl supermarket. 

Genesis Lawson told The Por- 
tugal News that, as with the other 
incidents, “They approached me 
and asked for directions to Lisbon. 
They had done the same thing on 
Monday, but that time my hus- 
band was in the car”. 

“I asked if they were still lost”, 
shejoked. 

Turning round Mrs. Lawson 
noticed a “man with his hand on 
my car doorhandle. He saidhe was 
waiting for my parking space”. 

She described the man, who 
subsequently walked away from 
the vehicle and round the back of 
the supermarket, as “five-foot- 
six, normal looking, in his mid-to- 
late forties”. 

Describing the couple, Mrs. 
Lawson said, “They were such 
as lovely couple; clean-cut, smil- 
ing, like honey mooners”. 

The GNR was informed of the 
occurrence. 

A fourth incident occurred two 
weeks ago, in which a long-term 
Algarve resident, who wishes to 
remain anonymous, was left 
physically injured and emotion- 


ally “traumatised”. The incident 
occurred in Olhos D’Agua, at 
22h30, on a busy main street 
popular with holidaying families . 

The woman and a female 
friend had been out enjoying an 
evening coffee when, as they ap- 
proached their car, a second ve- 
hicle pulled up from behind them 
and yanked the victim’ s handbag 
from her shoulder, dragging her 
backwards as the car sped off. 

“Until then it had been areally 
lovely, balmy evening”, she ex- 
plained, adding that the street was 
“very, very busy”. 

“Then I don’ t know what hap- 
pened, something hit me, it was so 
fast and so close, really very pro- 
fessional. There was no noise 
from the car”, she recalled. 

Lollowing the incident, the 
woman, who’s husband sadly 
passed away last October after 
being diagnosed with cancer, says 
she has been seriously “knocked 
backed” and left “really trauma- 
tised; incredibly so”. 

“I have always been so cau- 
tious; because when you are on 
your own you have to be able to 
look after yourself. I just dropped 
my guard for five seconds”. 

Describing the moment the as- 
sailants in the “dark green Opel 
Corsa” accosted her as “perfect 
and practised”, the victim lik- 
ened her assault to that of “a rag 
doll being dragged backwards” . 

The victim, however, highly 
praised the passers-by and po- 
lice who helped her following the 
ordeal. 

A nearby busker who wit- 
nessed the incident apparently 
‘ ‘threw his guitar on the ground and 
chased the vehicle”, as another 
man “used his own mobile phone 
and rang anumber for me to cancel 
my bank cards. They were can- 
celled within lOminutes”. 

With “fantastic” assistance 
from all parties involved, less than 
forty-eight hours later all of the 
victim’ s personal documents, in- 
cluding her health and residency 
cards, mobile phone and bank 
cards, had been replaced. 

“The police were lovely” she 
continued, highlighting the “fan- 
tastic assistance from the legal 
medical examiner’ ’ before conclud- 
ing : “There were two bad guys in 
that car but there are still a lot of 
good people out there”. 
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Three years on - British Ambassador 


reveals a job well done 


enjoy the uk this 
summer! 
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Almost three years since his appointment as Her Majesty's 
Ambassador to Portugal, Mr. Alexander Ellis hasthis week spoken of 
his time in office, the immediate challenges he is facing and what his 
aims and objectives are for the future. 


In an interview on Wednesday, 
Mr. Ellis told The Portugal 
News of the joys of cycling in 
Lisbon traffic, feeding guests 
from the vegetable garden at his 
residence, and the new appoint- 
ments at the Lisbon and Algarve 
Consuls. 

T ouching on the economic cri- 
sis and the new coalition govern- 
ment, the Ambassador says: 
“There are going to be changes. I 
am going to have to disappoint 
anyone who thinks there will be 
none”. 

Since being awarded the post 
as Ambassador to Portugal, Mr. 
Ellis has moved his office to the 
second floor of the British Em- 
bassy, which serves as an indica- 
tion of his open-natured person- 
ality and will to not exclude him- 
self from the staff employed at 
the embassy. 

“I moved my office from be- 
hind some heavy metal doors 
down to a place where a lot of 
peoplecannowcomein”,he says, 
adding that a number of walls 
have been brought down in the 
embassy to create a more open 
plan environment. 

The embassy has in the past 
three years also looked to build 
on its energy efficient practices 
and is now one of the top per- 
formers in the world in terms of 
environmental friendliness. 

“We reduced our gas con- 
sumption by 50 percent last year 
and our electricity usage by a lit- 
tle less than that”, explains Mr. 
Ellis, before rising from his chair 
to point to a large photovoltaic 
panel outside his office, “We in- 
stalled that yesterday”, he smiles, 
before saying proudly: “We were 
one of the top three ‘green’ em- 
bassies in the world last year”. 

Mr. Ellis also reveals that pro- 
duce from the vegetable gardens 
located at the embassy and the 
official residence are often served 
at the dinner table. 

The Ambassador also dis- 
closes that he usually covers the 
four kilometres between the resi- 
dence and the embassy with a bi- 
cycle. 

“It usually takes me around 25 
minutes. Itis a very nice bike ride”, 
he says. When questionedoverthe 
habits of Lisbon drivers while rid- 
ing, he leans forward to ‘touch’ the 
wood centre-table before explain- 
ing: “I have so far had no issues 
from Portuguese drivers and it’ s a 
great way to keep in shape”. 

He admits that he did not take 
his bicycle to work on the day of 
this interview, but explains that 
this was only the result of a flat 
tyre. 

Staying on the ‘green’ theme, 
the Ambassador says that he and 
his team have spent the best part 
of the last three years looking at 
how to make improvements and 
be more innovative at the em- 
bassy. 


“We have tried to innovate a 
lot. Electronic invitations, as an 
example - while they are not to 
everyone’s liking, they are 
cheaper and more efficient. 

“We share better practices a 
lot more here in Iberia by learn- 
ing from each other. 

“Portugal and Spain were last 
year together up for the most in- 
novative and efficient embassies 
in the world, an award which we 
won.” 

The Ambassador further re- 
veals that the aim is to manage the 
embassy in the most transparent 
manner possible, with the stag- 
ing of monthly board meetings a 
great help in this aspect. 

“We also try to reward good 
performance and tackle bad per- 
formance” as a means of obtain- 
ing general improvements. 

“We try to tell people early 
when they are not performing by 
taking the appropriate remedial 
action and improve our training .” 

Questioned over whether dras- 
tic measures have been taken to 
“tackle bad performers”, Mr. 
Ellis responds with a simple 
“Yes”. 

The current staff contingent at 
the embassy is 61, but the Am- 
bassador makes no secret about 
the fact he would like more help. 

“I would always like more, but 
the pressure is on the British ex- 
chequer. 

“We have already reduced 
staff numbers, and we now have 
more locally-based staff. There 
has been a big change culturally 
over the past two or three years, 
though many of our local staff are 
Britons.” 

As for the overall mood of 
embassy employees, the Ambas- 
sador disclosed the findings of the 
most recent staff survey. “I am 
pleased to say we were up in 16 
and down in only 4 categories”. 

But the route British Embas- 
sies located across the globe will 
have to take with the election of 
the new government was made 
clear last week by Eoreign Secre- 
tary William Hague who, as Mr. 
Ellis recalls, told Ambassadors: 
“I want all of you to be conuner- 
cial ambassadors”. 

“The good news is I am doing 
that already”, says the Ambassa- 
dor, adding: “Roughly 20percent 
of my time is spent on commer- 
cial issues, and that’ s a mixture 
speaking to Portuguese investors 
and potential Portuguese inves- 
tors to the UK and helping Brit- 
ish investors looking to export to 
Portugal.” 

The Ambassador adds that as 
is the case with Portugal, Britain 
is going to have export its way to 
recovery. 

As for the expatriate commu- 
nity in Portugal, he says: “What 
really impressed me is how much 
people do within the community 
and that is fantastic. I am really

struck with the commitment Brit- 
ish expats show, whether they 
are involved with businesses 
here, charity work or in education. 
British expats make a huge differ- 
ence.” 

Speaking of the new appoint- 
ments at the respective consu- 
lates in Lisbon and the Algarve, 
Mr. Ellis says: “I am very happy 
with both the new appointments . 
[New Algarve Consul] Clive 
Jewell brings in enormous expe- 
rience from the travel industry 
and of the Algarve itself, having 
lived and worked there for 20 
years, which is great. [New Lis- 
bon Consul] Simona Demura 
brings with her the skills gained 
from working many years at the 
British Council, while she lived 
in Lisbon for many years”, ex- 
plains the Ambassador. 

“While these appointments 
are very different, they are a very 
good fit for what we are trying to 
achieve.” 

Happy with what you have 
achieved since your appointment 
in the autumn 2007? 

Speaking of the perceived suc- 
cess since his appointment in , he 
replies humbly: “It is not for me 
to make the judgement and I am 
still here for another year so there 
is still work to do.” 

The post of British Ambassa- 
dor to Portugal will be advertised 
next summer, which will signal 
the end of Alexander Ellis ’ s time 
in Lisbon. 

The Ambassador comes from 
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Her Majesty's Ambassador to Portugal, Mr. Alexander Ellis 


a family of teachers and once se- 
riously contemplated becoming 
a teacher, following in the foot- 
steps of both his parents and 
grandfather. 

But the urge to travel, he says, 
was stronger, and was partly the 
reason why he decided to look for 
work in the diplomatic service. 

“My avatar is a teacher - 1 al- 
ways seek opportunities work- 
ing with schools and universities. 
Teaching is very tough, but are- 


warding profession nonethe- 
less”, he says. 

“I think if I stay in the foreign 
office, it is likely that I will be go- 
ing back to London. I have been 
abroad for most my career, and 
you can’ t get away with that for- 
ever”, he reasons. 

As for a future in politics, he 
replies: “I am not apolitical per- 
son, I am a civil servant. But it will 
be a great wrench to leave Portu- 
gal.” 


Mr. Ellis also worked for the 
British government in Lisbon for 
five years between 1992 and 
1996, serving as third and later 
second secretary. 

“My wife is a Portuguese dip- 
lomat and our son (12) is very 
happy here. So we’ll see what 
happens next”, concludes Alex- 
ander Wykeham Ellis, having so 
far, by all accounts succeeded in 
boosting relations between the 
world’ s oldest alliance.

Romania 
largest source 
of immigrants 
in 2008 



Romania was the largest source of 
immigration in Portugal in 2008, with 
53,000 Romanian nationals migrating to 
the country, more than Brazil (3,500 
people) or Cape Verde (3,500), according 
to the Organisation for Economic Co- 
operation and Development (OECD) 
figures released on Monday. 


The OECD report on migra- 
tion reveals that, in 2008, Portu- 
gal received 32,300 foreign mi- 
grants, a similar number to 2007. 

Of these, 44% came from Eu- 
ropean Union nations. 

Romanians were the largest 
group, 16% of the total - or 
53,000 people, an eight-fold in- 
crease compared to the three pre- 
vious years. Romania joined the 
European Union in 2007. 

About 2 1 per cent of migrants 
came from Portuguese-speaking 
African nations, of which the 
largest group was Cape Verdeans 
(11 per cent of the total number) . 

Brazilian immigration fell 30% 
compared to 2007, to 3,500. 

According to OECD figures, 
Brazilians still remain the largest 
nationality among Portugal’s 
immigrants (24%), followed by 
Cape Verdeans (14.7%) and 
Ukrainians (11.8%). 

The current total immigrant 
population in Portugal is 446,000 
- a 0.7 decrease compared to 
2007. 

Meanwhile, and as revealed 
last week in The Portugal 
News, the acquisition of Portu- 
guese citizenship by foreign 
residents has more than quad- 
rupled in the space of just two 
years. 


Overall, Portugal was second 
only to Sweden in the number of 
foreigners per thousand inhabit- 
ants to whom Portuguese nation- 
ality was granted in 2008. 

European statistical agency 
Eurostat has revealed that 22,4 1 0 
Portuguese passports were 
handed over to foreigners in 2008, 
translating into an average of 5 1 
acquisitions per 1,000 inhabit- 
ants, three fewer than the figure 
reached in Sweden. 

Back in 2006, the year Portu- 
gal introduced the so-called Law 
of Nationality, only 4,447 for- 
eigners were handed Portuguese 
passports. 

Cape V erde (6,013) represent- 
ing 26.8% of the total, Brazil 
(4,080 or 18.2%) and Guinea- 
Bissau (2,754 or 12.3%) were the 
most conunon countries of origin 
of people who acquired Portu- 
guese nationality in 2008 . 

According to Eurostat, 98 per- 
cent of applicants granted Portu- 
guese citizenship came from non- 
EU countries. TPN/Lusa

Orbitur, whichmanages 12 campsites, 
hopes that this year it will achieve the 
same results as last year, while Camp- 
ing de Porto Covo (Alentejo) and the 
Albufeira Camp Site (Algarve) are brac- 
ing themselves for losses. 

In 2009, Orbitur’ s campsites regis- 
tered an occupation of 1 , 1 00,000 nights. 
For 2010 the company has its fingers 
crossed that visitors will be on a par with 
last year’s, with a possible “slight rise 
in overall sales, of both camping facili- 
ties and alternative accommodation”. 

Orbitur representative Beatriz Santos 
said that a possible rise in the demand 
for ‘alternative accommodation’, such 
as bungalows, caravans andB&Bs, could 
result in a general balancing-out of the 
business. 

In her opinion, camping is a “type of 
holiday that by choice is closer to na- 
ture”, and an overall more economic way 
ofholidaying. 

Nevertheless, to ensure a good sum- 
mer, the company makes sure itprovides 
“attractive offers”, such as monthly 
promotions for the festive seasons.

Orbitur has also maintained its prices 
unaltered despite the recent one percent 
rises in IVA. 

On the Alentejo coastline. Camping 
Porto Covo is preparing for an estimated 
10 percent drop in figures, in compari- 
son to 2009. 

Custodio d’ Oliveira, spokeperson for 
the popular campsite, told Lusa News 
Agency that, in his opinion, as well as 
being a cheaper option for tourists, 
camping is also a preference for those 
with “a different lifestlye, offering close 
contact with nature, better socialising, 
and more freedom and safety for chil- 
dren”. 

Further south, in the Algarve, Carla 
Boipa, representative for the Albufeira 
Campsite, said she believed the camp- 
ing sector, like any other “will feel the 
effects of the crisis”.

A new report funded by the European 
Commission has this week made a strong case 
for integrating biodiversity into private 
sector business plans and core activities 
around the globe. 


The report reveals considerable 
recent growth in eco-certilied prod- 
ucts and services, growing con- 
sumer concerns for sustainable 
production, and shows how 
biodiversity can provide a substan- 
tial business opportunity in a mar- 
ket that could be worth US $2-6 tril- 
lion by 2050, It makes seven key 
recommendations for businesses, 
and calls on accounting profes- 
sions and financial reporting bod- 
ies to develop common standards to 
assess biodiversity impacts, and 
develop new tools for this purpose. 
“TEEB for Business” will form part 
of the TEEB synthesis report to be 
launched at the Convention on 
Biological Diversity in Nagoya, Ja- 
pan in October 2010, 

European Commissioner for the 
Environment J anez Potocnik said : 


“Despite some local successes, and 
in spite of a growing awareness of 
the problem, the global rate of 
biodiversity loss does not appear to 
be slowing. But this report shows 
that businesses can help, and I am 
heartened to see these tangible ex- 
amples of companies that are flour- 
ishing without damaging the only 
planet we have.” 

TEEB Study Leader Pavan 
Sukhdev said: “Through the work 
of TEEB and others, the economic 
importance of biodiversity and eco- 
systems is emerging from the in- 
visible into the visible spectrum. It 
is clear that some companies in 
some sectors and on some conti- 
nents are hearing and acting on 
that message in order to build more 
sustainable, 2Ist century busi- 
nesses.” 
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Playboy slams Portugal over 
controversial cover 


T he cover of the July 
2010 edition features 
agiowing, long-haired 
Jesus Christ, 

kneeling on a bed, 
holding a topless, heavily- 
tattooed model, who is lying 
inanimate in his arms. A photo 
spread within the magazine 
shows Jesus watching two 
models in a lesbian clinch, 
standing next to a prostitute, and 
looking over the shoulder of a 
woman reading a book. 

But Playboy’ s Portuguese 
publisher, Frestacom-Lisbon 
Media Publishing, said that the 
photo shoot was meant to be a 
“final tribute” to the recently 
deceased, Nobel Prize-winning 
author Jose Saramago. It claimed 
the controversial photo- shoot 
was meant to pay homage to 
Saramago’ s ‘The Gospel Ac- 
cording to Jesus Christ’ . 

It denies having been notified 
by the international Playboy of- 
fices to halt its operations. 

A spokesperson for 
Frestacom-Lisbon Media Pub- 
lishing, which launched Playboy 
Portugal in March 2009, told 
LusaNews Agency that the idea 


behind the “strong pictures” was 
to send an “equally strong mes- 
sage, which does not need cap- 
tions”. 

In a press release, Frestacom 
stated “Apparently some people 
have still not captured the real 
essence and concept of the maga- 
zine” and said it was “shocked” 
by the amount of “attention that 
was immediately given [to the 
cover], to the detriment of a 
deeper analysis”. 

Frestacom vice-president Gil 
Teixeira and Playboy Portugal 
magazine director Joao Araujo 
both told Lusa that the publica- 
tion’ s continuation “is not at 
stake” and that work is ongoing 
on the next edition, “as normal”. 

It further stated that “so far, 
no notification has been made by 
Playboy Enterprises”. 

Meanwhile several reports 
have emerged that confirm the 
head office’s displeasure at the 
thought-provoking picture. 

Theresa Hennessy, Playboy 
Enterprises’ vice president of 
public relations, was widely 
quoted in the media, including the 
Daily Mail and msnbc.com, as 
having said “We did not see or 


approve the cover and pictorial 
in the July issue of Playboy Por- 
tugal,” and “it is a shocking 
breach of our standards and we 
would have not allowed it to be 
published if we had seen it in ad- 
vance.” 

She reportedly confirmed, 
“We are in the process of termi- 
nating our agreement with the 
Portuguese publisher.” 

Known as one of Saramago’ s 
more controversial literary 
works, ‘The Gospel According 
to Jesus Christ’ is a fictional re- 
telling of Jesus Christ’ s life, de- 
picting him as a flawed, human- 
ised character with passions and 
doubts. 

The novel stirred much con- 
troversy amongst some critics, 
especially among the Roman 
Catholic Church, accusing 
Saramago of possessing a “sub- 
stantially anti-religious vision”. 
But it was praised by other crit- 
ics as a “deeply philosophical, 
provocative and compelling 
work”. 

In 1992, the Portuguese gov- 
ernment, under Prime Minister 
Anibal Cavaco Silva, ordered the 
removal of The Gospel Accord- 
ing to Jesus Christ from the Eu- 
ropean Literary Prize’ s shortlist, 
claiming the work was religiously 
offensive. Saramago complained 
of censorship and moved to 
Lanzarote in the Canary Islands, 
Spain. 

In 2002 the Portuguese Nobel 
winner had the Israeh government 
fuming after comparing Israel 
with Nazis, likening the coun- 
try’s actions with those which 
occurred during the holocaust. 

The Portuguese writer, who 
hardly overused capitals or punc- 
tuation marks in his novels, said 
in 2002 that the suffering in- 
flicted by the Israeli army on 
Arabs in Palestine was compara- 
ble to that suffered by the Jews 
in the notorious Nazi concentra- 
tion camp in Auschwitz during 
the S econd W orld W ar . 

Saramago was awarded the 
Nobel Prize for Literature in 
1 998 . His books have been trans- 
lated into 25 languages. 

He resided in the Canary Is- 
lands until his death on June 1 8th 
this year, at the age of 87.

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Portugal to be given full responsibility on cultivation of GMOs 



The European Commission has this week proposed conferring on Member States the freedom to 
allow, restrictor ban the cultivation of Genetically Modified Organisms (GMOs) on part or all of their 
territory.

While keeping unchanged the 
EU’ s science -based GM authori- 
sation system, the adopted pack- 
age consists of a communication, 
a new recommendation on co-ex- 
istence of GM crops with con- 
ventional and/or organic crops 
and a draft regulation proposing 
a change to the GMO legislation. 

The new recommendation on 
co-existence allows more flexibil- 
ity for Member States taking into 
account their local, regional and 
national conditions when adopt- 
ing co-existence measures. 

Health and Consumer Policy 
Commissioner, John Dalli said in 
a statement published on the 
EC’s website that “Last March, 
the Commission promised to 
present a comprehensive pro- 
posal on our future policy vis-a- 
vis GM cultivation by the end of 
the summer.” 

“The concrete measures 
adopted will allow Member 
States the freedom to decide on 
GMO cultivation. Experience 
with GMOs so far shows that 
Member States need more flex- 
ibility to organise the co-exist- 
ence of GM and other types of 
crops such as conventional and 
organic crops.” 

The Commissioner added: 
“Granting genuine freedom on 
grounds other than those based 
on a scientific assessment of 
health and environmental risks 
also necessitates a change to the 
current legislation. I stress that, 
the EU-wide authorisation sys- 
tem, based on solid science, re- 
mains fully in place.” 

The Commissioner con- 
cluded: “This means that a very 


thorough safety assessment and 
a reinforced monitoring system 
are priorities in GMO cultivation 
and are therefore being pursued 
vigorously. The Commission is 
committed to following up ac- 
tions on them before the end of 
the year.” 

The strict authorisation system 
already in place, which is based on 
science, safety and consumer 
choice, will remain the same. 

The new approach aims to 
achieve the right balance between 
maintaining an EU authorisation 
system and the freedom for Mem- 
ber States to decide on GMO cul- 
tivation on their territory. 

Member States will be able to 
restrict or prohibit GMO cultiva- 
tion on part or aU of their territory. 
Their decisions will not need to be 
authorised by the Commission, 
but Member States will have to in- 
form other Member States and the 
Conrmis sion one month before the 
adoption of their measures. The 
Member States will also have to 
respect the general principles of 
the Treaties and the Single Mar- 
ket, and be consistent with the in- 
ternational obligations of the EU. 

At the same time, the EU au- 
thorisation system, based on sci- 
entific assessment of health and 
environmental risks will be main- 
tained and further improved, thus 
ensuring the protection of con- 
sumers and the functioning of the 
internal market for GM and non- 
GM seeds, as well as for GM food 
and feed. 

The legislative proposal will 
be adopted through co-decision 
with the European Parliament and 
the Council. 
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Millennium bcp 
bank denies 
insolvencyrumours, 
files complaint 
against “slanderers” 



Carlos Santos Ferreira, CEO of Millennium 
bcp -one of Portugal's largest banks- has 
this week denied rumours of his company's 
insolvency, and stated the bank will file a 
complaint against "slanderers". 



“For a while now, and with 
growing insistence, rumours 
have circulated about Millen- 
nium hep’s solidity, as hap- 
pened in the final quarter of 
2008”, Ferreira wrote in a mes- 
sage to BCP’s workers. “It’s 
common sense not to comment 
on rumours and gossip, in order 
not to give them any substance”, 
he added, dismissing any sugges- 
tions that the bank might be in- 
solvent. 

The Portuguese Finance Min- 
istry said on Friday that the na- 
tion’ s banks have “good sol- 
vency ratios”, and that the bank- 
ing system “is solid and finan- 
cially strong”. 

The results of stress tests on 
the four major Portuguese banks 
(BCP, CGD, BPI and BBS) will 
be sent to the European Central 
Bank this week, and publicly 
announced on July 23. 

The “insolvency” rumours 
have spread through text mes- 
sages. Millennium bcp inquired 
with the Portuguese market regu- 
lator whether it would be neces- 
sary to issue a statement to the 
market; CMVM replied such an 
action would not be needed, 
sources said. 

BCP announced it will file a 


complaint against persons un- 
known for “unscrupulously try- 
ing to jeopardise confidence in the 
Portuguese financial system and 
in Millennium bcp, with no 
grounds or evidence”. 

Meanwhile, the Bank of Por- 
tugal announced it is “monitor- 
ing’ ’ developments in Millennium 
bcp, but refused to comment on 
text-messages about the bank’s 
insolvency. 

“The Bank of Portugal is moni- 
toring the situation, but will not 
comment on rumours”, central 
bank sources told Lusa News 
Agency. 

Later in the week. Finance 
Minister described the spreading 
of these rumours as “a criminal 
act”. 

“I view that as a criminal act” 
Teixeirados Santos said, since it 
harms the national financial sys- 
tem, and thus harms the coun- 
try’s economy as well”.

Portugal's 
population 
continues to age 

In present day Portugal the number of deaths per year 
currently exceeds the number of births by more than 
5,000, meaningthepopulation isnotbeingadequately 
rejuvenated. 


This situation was high- 
lighted by a ‘population pro- 
file’ carried out by Pordata, a 
contemporary national data 
base managed by Funda^ao 
Francisco Manuel dos Santos. 

According to Maria Joao 
Valente Rosa, director of 
Prodata, “Portugal is currently 
an aged country, with a popu- 
lation growth that has almost 
stagnated and is strongly de- 
pendent on immigration 
flows”. 

Mrs .Rosa explained that be- 
tween 1 960 and 2008 Portugal 
consistently showed a posi- 
tive growth rate, with births ex- 
ceeding deaths, with the excep- 
tion of 2007. 

In 2007, deaths surpassed 
the number of births by 1 ,000 
and in 2009 that difference 


grew to 5,000. 

This, Maria Rosa reiterated, 
is a reoccurrence of a negative 
‘natural balance’ that, with the 
exception of the two afore-men- 
tioned years, has only ever been 
documented on one other occa- 
sion in the history of Portugal, 
in 1918. That year saw the start 
of the First World War and the 
outbreak of ‘ Spanish Flu’ which 
together were responsible for 
claiming the lives of many. 

Mrs. Rosa explained that 
negative natural balances are 
caused by “the fact that the av- 
erage number of children per 
woman is significantly below 
the 2.1 children necessary to 
substitute generations; the fig- 
ure currently being at an aver- 
age of 1.32 children per 
woman”.

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Gov’t will have “special 
rights” in privatised 
companies - Finance Minister 


The Portuguese government 
will resort to “special rights 
mechanisms” or hold significant 
positions in privatised compa- 
nies, but always within the 
boundaries of EU law, Finance 
Minister Fernando Teixeira dos 
Santos told parliament last Fri- 
day. 

“The current privatisation pro- 
gramme” will be carried out, 
Teixeirados Santos said, “and the 
national interest will be upheld 
either through special rights 
mechanisms or through a suffi- 
cient stake [inthecompanies’ capi- 
tal], compatible with EU law”. 


Minister Teixeira dos Santos 
emphasised that all “mecha- 
nisms” would have to abide by 
“EU law”, alluding to a recent 
European Court of Justice rul- 
ing according to which the gov- 
ernment’ s “golden share” rights 
in Portugal Telecom are not 
valid. 

The minister did not expand 
on the privatisation programme, 
but on earlier occasions he has 
mentioned his expectation that 
Portugal will sell its remaining 
stakes in former state monopo- 
lies Galp and EDP as soon as 
2010. 


Both are currently privately 
run companies, in which the Por- 
tuguese government holds minor- 
ity stakes. 

Teixeirados Santos was called 
to comment on the issue by Com- 
munist MP Honorio Novo, who 
questioned: “How will the gov- 
ernment uphold the national in- 
terest with no ‘golden share’ ?”, 
mentioning, besides energy com- 
panies Galp and EDP, electric 
grid managing company REN, 
airline TAP, airport operator 
ANA and postal services com- 
pany CTT, all of which are state- 
owned. TPN/Lusa 


PresidentreadiesAngolastate visit 
to focus on business and trade 


Portuguese President Anfbal 
Cavaco Silva is preparing for a 
one- week state visit that will take 
him to Angola this Sunday (July 
1 8), in which he is expected to fo- 
cus on trade and business issues. 

President Cavaco Silva’ s del- 
egation will include lOObusiness- 


men looking for opportunities in 
the former Portuguese colony, 
currently Portugal’ s largest trad- 
ing partner outside the European 
Union. 

The Portuguese head of state 
is returning a 2009 visit to Portu- 
gal by Angola’ s President, Jose 
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Eduardo dos Santos, in which 
several agreements were an- 
nounced - including a joint ven- 
ture between Portuguese state- 
owned bank CGD and Angola’ s 
energy company Sonangol, des- 
tined to create an investment 
bank to assist in Portuguese in- 
vestment in infrastructure and 
industrial projects in Angola. 

Angola is currently the third 
largest destination for Portu- 
guese investment - 557.4 million 
in 2009. 

However, in the last three 
years, Portuguese EDI (foreign 
direct investment) flows to An- 
gola were negative, as Portuguese 
companies soldmajor stakesheld 
in their Angolan businesses, 
namely in the banking industry. 

During his trip, Cavaco Silva 
will attend the opening of FILD A 
(Luanda’ s largest trade fair) and, 
on the 23rd, Angola’ s accession 
to the rotating chairmanship of 
the Community of Portuguese 
Language Countries, currently 
held by Portugal. TPN/Lusa 


Car prices fall 6.7 percent in 
Portugal 

The European Commission's latest report on car prices shows that prices fell slightly, 
in real terms, in the European Union in 2009 and also converged within the EU's 
single market, with Portugal among the countries where prices dropped the most. 
At the same time prices for repair and maintenance services as well as spare parts 
continuedto rise well above inflation confirmingthe need for the stricter 
competition rules in place in that sector since 1 June. 


The relatively stable car 
prices in 2009, explained the 
EU, owes much to the incen- 
tives to buy new cars put in 
place in many countries to miti- 
gate the impact of the economic 
recession. 

“I am very happy that con- 
sumers in Europe are continu- 
ing to benefit from strong com- 
petition in the car sales market. 
At the same time, I am dis- 
mayed to see that the price for 
repairs and spare parts contin- 
ued to rise during the economic 
recession. This shows that 
bringing more competition to 
the after-sales market was the 
right choice and should pave 
the way for more efficient serv- 
ices to the benefit of European 
consumers,” said Joaquin 
Almunia, Commission Vice 
President in charge of Compe- 
tition Policy. 

The EU price index for cars 
(reflecting nominal prices paid 
by consumers, including re- 
bates, VAT and registration 
taxes) increased by 1.1%, 
against a 1.7% rise in overall 
consumer prices, translating 
into a fall in real car prices of 
0.6%. 

Real car prices for consum- 
ers expressed in the respective 
currencies fell in 24 out of the 
27 Member States in 2009. 

In the Netherlands they were 
stable whereas they increased 
in the UK {+1.1%) and Sweden 
(-f2.7%). 

However, it should be re- 
called that car buyers in the lat- 
ter two countries benefited 


from an extraordinary fall in 
prices (of -9.7% and -5.0% re- 
spectively) in 2008, so overall 
they are still better off today com- 
pared to the beginning of 2008. 

In the UK, the movement in 
prices also reflects the end of the 
temporary decrease in VAT, in 
January 2010. 

The fall in real prices was par- 
ticularly marked in Slovenia 
(-13.4%), Lithuania (-11.1%), 
Slovakia (-11.0%) Romania 
(-10.1%), the Czech Republic 
(-9.4%), Malta (-9.2%) and Bul- 
garia(-9.1%). 

The fact that most new Mem- 
ber States were harder hit by the 
recession than the EU as a whole 
in 2009 may have contributed to 
these price decreases. 

Among the larger markets, real 
prices decreased most notably in 
Spain (-4.7%), while Italy, Ger- 
many and France experienced 
more moderate price reductions 
(-1.1%,-! .0% and -0.6% respec- 
tively). 

Broadly, the fall of real car 
prices across the EU confirms 
once more the favourable long- 
term price trend for consumers, 
which arises from global produc- 
tion overcapacity and intense 
competition between car manu- 
facturers. 

Price differences between 
Member States as expressed by 
manufacturers ’ price lists fell sig- 
nificantly in 2009, with the aver- 
age standard deviation going 
downfrom9.8%to8.5%(-1.3%) 
with the exception of the euro 
zone, where it increased slightly 
from 6.0% to 6.5% (-fO.5%). 


This is due mainly to the 
boost in demand for smaller cars 
generated by rather generous 
fleet renewal subsidies in cer- 
tain countries. 

Overall, price differences for 
passenger cars remain moder- 
ate. By comparison the EU- 
wide dispersion indicator for a 
basket of 16 food products, 
ranging from butter to white 
bread, amounted to 34.4% in 
2008. 

By contrast, prices for re- 
pairs and maintenance as well 
as spare parts continued to rise 
well above inflation (-1-1.5% and 
0.7% respectively in real terms) . 

Introducing more competi- 
tion in the after sales market is 
the main purpose of the new 
competition law framework for 
motor vehicles adopted in May 
and in force since last month. 
The new rules removed the ben- 
efit of the block exemption for 
manufacturers whose market 
share of the repair and mainte- 
nance markets exceeds 30% 
(most of them, at present) mak- 
ing it easier to deal with refus- 
als to give technical information 
to independent garages or to 
misuse warranties. 

New car registrations picked 
up in the second half of 2009, 
largely due to the impact of car 
renewal schemes in a number of 
EU Member States. In total, 
14.4 million new cars were reg- 
istered in 2009. This was not 
enough, however, to prevent a 
drop in sales of 1 .6% compared 
with 2008 and 9.5% compared 
with the 2007 pre-crisis year.

They spend 183 days or more 
in a tax year; or 

2. They spend more than 91 
days on average over a period of 
4 years; 

3 . They come to the UK intend- 
ing to live permanently or for at 
least three years 

4. They come to the UK for a 
purpose (for example employ- 
ment) that will mean that 
they remain for at least two years 
(whether or not, in a particular 
year, they spend 183 days in the 
UK); and 

5. They usually live in the UK 
and go abroad for short periods, 
for example on business trips. 


People who have been treated 
as tax resident may lose that sta- 
tus: 

a. If they leave the UK perma- 
nently, or to live abroad for at 
least three years, and 

b . Their return visits since leav- 
ing are less than 1 83 days in any 
tax year, and average less than 9 1 
days per tax year over the period 
of absence; or if they leave the 
country to take up full time em- 
ployment abroad and their ab- 
sence covers a complete tax year, 
and their return visits do not ex- 
ceed those set out immediately 
above. 

For the purposes of the vari- 
ous day counting tests, days of 
arrival and departure are nor- 
mally taken into account. 

Ordinary Residence 

Broadly, being ordinarily resi- 
dent means being resident in the 
UK year after year. Individuals 
are treated as ordinarily resident 
if they usually live in the UK (or 
intend to do so), or come to the 
UK regularly (or intend to do so) , 
and these visits average 91 days 
or more per tax year. 


Domicile 

It is important to stress that, 
while the concept of domicile is 
an important attribute identify- 
ing those who pay tax in the UK 
on their worldwide income, it is 
not in itself a tax concept, but one 
of general law. It is distinct from 
nationality, residence or citizen- 
ship. Individuals acquire a 
“domicile of origin” at birth, 
which usually follows their fa- 
ther’ s domicile. Until the age of 
1 6, their domicile will follow that 
of the person on whom they are 
legally dependent - a “domicile 
of dependency’ ’. After the age of 
16, an individual can acquire a 
“domicile of choice” by provid- 
ing evidence that they intend to 
settle permanently or indefi- 
nitely in another country. There 
are special rules for married 
women who married before 1 
January 1974. 

Domicile also plays a part in 
determining liability to Inherit- 
ance Tax. Individuals domiciled 
overseas pay Inheritance Tax to 
the UK exchequer on wealth situ- 
ated in the UK. They become li- 


able on their worldwide wealth 
either when they acquire a domi- 
cile in the UK or when they are 
deemed to be domiciled under 
special rules for Inheritance T ax. 
These special rules apply to 
those who have been resident in 
the UK for seventeen out of the 
last twenty years. However if 
property outside the UK is put 
in a trust before an individual be- 
comes UK domiciled for Inherit- 
ance Tax purposes, it will be ex- 
cluded from the charge to Inher- 
itance T ax, even if the individual 
continues to enjoy the property 
after they are domiciled in the UK.

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Barroso praises gov’t moves to cut budget deficit 


D European Commission President Jose 

Manuel Durao Barroso has praised "recent 
moves" by the Portuguese government 
aimed at cutting Portugal's budget deficit. 


“Imustpraise the recent moves 
by the Portuguese government in 
advancing to 20 1 2 with the goal of 
a3% [of GDP] budget deficit”, Mr. 
Barroso told at business forum in 
Estoril (near Lisbon). 

“Accomplishing these goals 
and reaching the stated deficit of 
2% [of GDP] by 2013 would 
break the dynamics of growing 


national debt, which is not only 
essential but inevitable”, the 
former Portuguese prime minis- 
ter added. 

Portugal’s measures towards 
balancing the public budget in- 
cluded raising income and value 
added tax rates and other fiscal 
moves towards increasing state 
revenues. TPN/Lusa 


May unemployment rate 
climbs to 10.9% -OECD 


Portugal's unemployment rate rose 
again in May, reaching 10.9%, according 
to the Organisation for Economic Co- 
operation and Development (OECD) 
figures released this week. 


The 10.9% mark is a new 
high for Portugal, and aO. 1 per- 
centage point (pp) increase on 
April. 

For the 31 -country OECD 
average, the unemployment 
rate fell 0.1 pp, to 8.6%. 


Portugal has the fourth high- 
est unemployment rate within 
the organisation, with only 
Spain (19.9%), the Czech Re- 
public (14.8%) and Ireland 
(13.3) scoring higher rates in 
May. TPN/Lusa 



EU asks Portugal to carry out ‘golden share’ ruling “as soon as possible” 


□ The European Commission has appealed to the Portuguese government 
to carry out the European Court of Justice ruling that bans the state's 
'golden share' in PT "as soon as possible". 


“We are confident that the 
Portuguese government will take 
all necessary steps to fully carry 
out [the ruling] as soon as possi- 
ble”, spokeswoman Pia 
Ahrenkilde Hansen said. 

“Except in very limited and 
exceptional instances, ‘golden 
shares’ do indeed violate Internal 
Market rules, and limit the free 
movement of capital”, Conunis- 
sion President Jose Manuel 
Durao Barroso had told report- 
ers earlier. “The court acknowl- 
edging that the Commis sion was 
rightis, obviously, something we 


greatly welcome.” 

The European Court of Jus- 
tice mled that the Portuguese gov- 
ernment’ s ‘golden shares’ in Por- 
tugal Telecom “constitute an un- 
justified restriction on the free 
movement of capital”. 

‘Golden share’ powers had 
been used in late June to block the 
sale of PT’ s stake in Brazilian 
mobile operator Vivo to Spain’ s 
Telefonica. 

In a related story, Telefonica 
CEO Cesar Alierta told report- 
ers on Tuesday that his compa- 
ny’ s bid for PT’ s stake in Brazil- 


ianmobile operator Vivo “expires 
Friday”, as the Spanish press re- 
ports that Telefonica may go to 
court if no deal is reached. 

Telefonica has bid €7. 5 billion 
for PT’s stake in Vivo. The PT 
board dismissed the bid as too 
low, but a majority of sharehold- 
ers voted to accept it; their vote 
was overruled by the Portuguese 
government, who used its 
“golden share” powers to veto 
the deal. The European Court of 
Justice then ruled that Portugal’ s 
“golden share” contravenes Eu- 
ropean law. 

PT and Telefonica resumed 
negotiations but, according to 
Spanish newspapers, the Span- 
ish company’ s “patience is run- 
ning out”, and it may resort to the 
Court of Permanent Arbitration.

Moody's downgrades 
Portugal's sovereign 
credit rating 


Credit rating agency 
Moody’s on Tuesday down- 
graded Portugal’s sovereign 
debt rating by two notches, 
from Aa2 to Al, with a stable 
outlook, citing “the Portuguese 
government’ s weakening me- 
dium-term financial strength, 
as evidenced by the growing 
deterioration of the nation’s 
debt metrics”. 

Portuguese Finance Minister 
Fernando Teixeira dos Santos 
told press that Moody’s move 
was “to be expected”: “It’ s not 
surprising”, the mi nister said in 
Brussels. “It has been about 12 
years since they [Moody’s] 
changed Portugal’ s rating. Ibe- 
lieve it’ s a somewhat late move 
compared to other credit rating 
agencies, but ultimately it 
merely recognizes what other 
agencies had recognised, so 
there’s no surprise there.” 


Moody’ s changed Portugal’ s 
outlook to “negative” in Octo- 
ber, and suggested the possibil- 
ity of another downgrade in 
early May. The current outlook 
is stable, meaning that upside or 
downside risks are balanced. 

The other two major credit 
rating agencies also downgraded 
Portuguese debt earlier this 
year. Standard & Poor’s cur- 
rently rates Portugal’s credit 
with an A- rate and a negative 
outlook, Fitch with an AA- rate 
and a negative outlook. 

A credit rating downgrade has 
implications for a country’ s fi- 
nancing, making it more expen- 
sive to borrow from foreign 
sources. 

Moody’s ratings scale, simi- 
lar to the other agencies’ , goes 
from Aaa (investment grade, 
highest quality) to C (junk).

In a speech at the Cotec Inno- 
vation Forum in Estoril (near Lis- 
bon), Cavaco Silva said the cur- 
rent financial unrest in Europe 
means “prudence and responsi- 


bility” will be necessary, but “no 
recession is permanent”. 

The President thus advised 
Portuguese companies to pay 
attention to business opportuni- 


ties in emerging markets, such as 
China, India, Brazil, Mozam- 
bique and Angola. He will visit 
the latter country in mid- July. 

Cavaco Silva, a former prime 


minister and an economist by 
profession, also stated that “it is 
mandatory that more companies 
export to a greater number of 
markets”.

Half of Europeans would 
consider moving for work 


The European Commission 
has this week adopted a report 
setting out in a consolidated way 
the rights of Europeans to live 
and work in another EU country. 

The report also provides an 
update on legal developments in 
the past decade. Currently, 2.3% 
of people in the EU reside in a 
Member State other than their 
own. However, a new 
Eurobarometer survey also pre- 


sented on Tuesday has found that 
17% of Europeans envisage 
working abroad in the future and 
48% would consider looking for 
workin another country orregion 
if they were to lose their job.

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The European Commission has this week presented a proposal for a 
directive on seasonal employment aimed at establishing a common 
procedure for entry and residence within the EU and defines the 
rights of seasonal workers from third-countries. 


“Employers in the EU are in- 
creasingly dependent on people 
from countries outside of Europe 
to take up jobs in sectors such as 
agriculture, horticulture and tour- 
ism, as fewer and fewer EU citi- 
zens are available for this type of 
seasonal work”, said Cecilia 
Malmstrom, Commissioner for 
Home Affairs. 

“At the same time, we need to 
provide these seasonal workers, 
who are often vulnerable and ex- 
posed, with better conditions 
and a secure legal status in order 
to protect them from exploita- 
tion. This new directive will do 
just that, and I am confident that 
the proposal will contribute to an 
effective management of migra- 
tion flows for seasonal migra- 
tion”. 

The proposed directive con- 
cerns non-EU citizens coming to 
an EU Member State for the pur- 
poses of seasonal employment 
on EU territory. The work will 
be carried out during one or more 
fixed-term work contracts con- 
cluded directly between the 
non-EU worker and the em- 
ployer established in a Member 
State. 

The proposal introduces a 
special procedure for the entry 
and residence of third-country 
seasonal workers and defines 
their rights while at the same time 


providing incentives for circula- 
tory migration to prevent a tem- 
porary stay from becoming per- 
manent. 

In a related story, the Euro- 
pean Commission has also pro- 
posed a new directive with the 
aim of facilitating multinational 
companies to temporarily trans- 
fer third-country national skilled 
workers from a company located 
outside the EU to branches or 
subsidiaries in EU Member 
States. 

“We need a European ap- 
proach on labour migration that 
allows our economies to receive 
the migrants they need”, said 
Cecilia Malmstrom, Commis- 


sioner for Home Affairs. 

“Multinational companies 
operating in Europe need access 
to the right people, with the right 
skills, at the right time, but such 
key personnel are not always 
available locally. The need for 
these companies to be able to 
temporarily transfer workers to 
and within the EU has become 
more crucial in recent years. 
These intra-corporate transfer- 
ees bring with them specialist 
knowledge and skills to Europe, 
which in turn contributes to 
strengthening the European 
economy and attracting further 
investments in Member States”, 
she concluded. 


4 4 
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European nations 
learning from 
Portuguese 
immigrationpolicies 

Portugal is Europe's "most relaxed nation" in terms of 
immigration, and "many European countries are looking 
at" Portuguese immigration policies to "learn from 
them". Migration Policy Institute (MPI, a Washington- 
based think tank) president Demetrios Papademetriou 
told Lusa News Agency. 

“Portugal is the most relaxed 
nation in Europe about immigra- 
tion. Tenor 15 years ago, Fd have 
said the best model [for integrat- 
ing inunigrants] was the Nether- 
lands’, they were sort of Eu- 
rope’ s Canada, but all that van- 
ished”, Papademetriou said dur- 
ing a Monday interview. 

“I suspect [European] govern- 
ments will do the same as the Por- 
tuguese government: try to make 
some rules harder [for new arriv- 
als], try to make life easier for 
immigrants already living in the 
country, so that they can be part 
of the solution when the economy 


improves”, Papademetriou 
added. “That’ s what smart gov- 
ernments will do.” 

The MPI president added that 
in times of crisis and high unem- 
ployment rates, its harder to ex- 
plain immigration to nationals, ar- 
guing that “doors must remain 
open but in a smart way”: “[Gov- 
ernments] must fight the urge of 
sending [immigrants] away, they 
must invest in education, train- 
ing and in the sort of integration 
initiatives that have made Portu- 
gal famous”, Papademetriou 
said.

Indian workers' 
strike at New Delhi 
Portuguese embassy 

Indian workers at Portugal's embassy in New Delhi 
continued into thisweek with astrikecallingforwage 
increases. 


“We’re still striking, for the 
second week now”, one of the 
striking workers, Sandip Kumar, 
told Lusa News Agency at the 
beginning of the week. There are 
eight consular workers at the 
New Delhi embassy, seven of 
which Indian nationals . 

The Indian workers are com- 
plaining about the wage dispar- 
ity between Portuguese and In- 
dian workers at the embassy. 
Kumar told Lusa the disparity 


is as high as 1,500 euros. 

“Since Eebruary, we have 
tried to explain this to the Por- 
tuguese authorities, we sent 
four telegrams on the issue, but 
I don’t know what’s the prob- 
lem with the [Eoreign Affairs] 
Ministry, nobody will listen”, 
Kumar said. 

Lusa tried to reach the Por- 
tuguese Eoreign Ministry, but 
a spokesperson wouldn’ t com- 
ment on the strike.

The Bank of Portugal (central bank) has issued new 
forecasts for the Portuguese economy, revising upwards 
its prediction for GDP growth in 2010, from 0.4% to 
0.9%, but cutting the 201 1 projection from 0.8% to 0.2% 
GDP growth. 


The central bank expects both 
exports and imports to grow 
faster than previously forecast in 
2010. 

The bank is, however, expect- 
ing private consumption to drop 


0.9% in 2011, and public con- 
sumption to fall 1 .4%. 

The central bank also issued a 
1.4% estimate for 2010’ s infla- 
tion rate, 0.6 percentage points 
higher than its previous forecast.

“Completely 
unlikely” that 
Portugalleaves 
Eurozone - President 


Portuguese President Cavaco Silva believes it is 
"completely unlikely" that either Portugal or 
Greece abandons the Eurozone, stating Monday 
that it would be "a calamity" for Europe if the 
"European Monetary Union edifice" should 
crumble. 


“I’ve done a lot of research 
on the Eurozone, I’ve pub- 
lished books on the 
Eurozone, I don’t believe 
Portugal will ever leave the 
Eurozone, nor Greece”, 
Cavaco Silva said in reply to 
comments by American 
economist Paul Krugman. 

Economics Nobel prize 
winner Krugman told 
Spain’s ‘El Pais’ that it is 
“plausible that Greece is 
forced out of the euro”, add- 
ing that the contagion effect 
of such a move would include 


every nation in the 
Eurozone, including Portu- 
gal. 

“I think that’s a somewhat 
uninformed view of what the 
Eurozone really is, I think it 
would be calamitous for the 
whole of Europe, not just Por- 
tugal and Greece”, Cavaco 
Silva told reporters. 

“I support the euro, the 
[common currency] gives us 
a remarkable assistance, and 
sometimes we’re not even 
aware of it”, the President 
added. TPN/Lusa 


Since Mondaythisweek a national association set up to defend the 
rights of clients of the Portuguese National Bank (BPN) has been 
staging protest demonstrations in front of several BPN branches 
around Lisbon. 


Having kicked off in Alcoba 9 a 
on Monday, the protests culmi- 
nated at the end of the week in 
front of the Ministry of Finance, 
in central Lisbon. 

At the root of the action is the 
repayment of cash relating to 
various commercial licenses is- 
sued by former owner of BPN, 
SociedadeLusadeNegocios. 

As the president of the asso- 
ciation, Antonio Henriques, ex- 
plained to Radio Renasen 9 a, 
“The CNF, or the commercial li- 
censing for [the company] Na- 
tional and Foreign Cements, is 
outstanding. The debt should 
have been paid by March 3 1 ®‘”. 

By the end of March BPN cli- 
ents had received a large part of 
the money invested in deals 
signed over BPN counters, 
though the formal procedures 
have not yet been completed. 

In March this year the CEO of 
Portugal’s nationalised Banco 


Portugues de Negocios said he 
hoped to see the scandal-scarred 
bank re-privatised by the end of 
the year. 

“It would be good if it could 
happen and we’re determined to 
carry out the privatisation by the 
end of the year”, CEO Francisco 
Bandeira told the Lusa News 
Agency in Tunis on the sidelines 
of a visit by Prime Minister Jose 
Socrates to Tunisia. 

It would be “nice”, he said, if 
the re-privatisation could occur 
on November 1 1 , the second an- 
niversary of the troubled BPN’ s 
take over by the Government af- 
ter the discovery the bank had a 
€700 million “hole” caused by 
illicit operations. 

Former BPN CEO Jose 
Oliveira Costa awaits trial in pre- 
ventive detention. 

When the scandal broke in 
2008, the BPN had about €4.5 
billion in deposits. 


The Government has pumped 
at least €3.5 billion into the bank 
since its nationalisation.

Police detain 
fewer arsonists 
this year 


So far this year the PJ police 
have detained 14 people on sus- 
picion of arson, significantly 
fewer than the 40 arrests made 
during the same period of last 
year. 

Statistics provided by the PJ 
and published by Lusa News 
Agency show that of the 14 ar- 
rests made in connection with 
arson crimes during the first six 
months of this year, 1 3 related to 
cases in which the detainee was 
suspected of starting urban fires. 
One case related to the suspect 
being accused of igniting a forest 
fire. Of those 14 suspects, four 


were held in police custody. 

During the same period of 2009 
40 people were arrested; 10 on the 
suspicion of having set a forest 
fire and 30 for starting urban fires . 

Throughout the whole of 
2009, a total of 45 people were 
arrested by the PJ in connection 
with starting forest fires ; in 2008, 
just 10 people were arrested.

EU proposes package for 
safer financial system 


As part of its work creating a 
safer and sounder financial sys- 
tem, preventing a future crisis 
and restoring consumer confi- 
dence, the European Commis- 
sion has this week proposed 
changes to existing European 
rules to further improve protec- 
tion for bank account holders 
and retail investors. 

Eurthermore, the Commis- 
sion has launched a public con- 
sultation on options to improve 
protection for insurance policy 
holders, including the possibil- 
ity of setting up Insurance Guar- 
antee Schemes in all Member 
States. 

Eor bank account holders, 
the measures adopted this week 
mean that if their bank were to 
fail, they would receive their 
money back faster (within 7 
days), with increased coverage 
(up to € 100,000) and better in- 
formation as to how and when 
they are protected. 

Eor investors who use invest- 
ment services, the Commission 
proposes faster compensation 
if an investment firm fails to re- 
turn the investor’ s assets due to 
fraud, administrative malprac- 
tice or operational errors, while 
the level of compensation is to 


go up from €20,000 to €50,000. 
Investors will also receive bet- 
ter information as to the com- 
pensation scheme would 
apply,and get better protec- 
tion against fraudulent misap- 
propriations where their assets 
are held by a third party - such 
as in the recent Madoff affair. 

The proposals, fully in line 
with the EU’s commitments 
under the G20, are now passed 
to the European Parliament and 
the Council of Ministers for 
consideration. 

Internal Market and Services 
Commissioner Michel Bamier 
said: “The adoption of the pack- 
age marks the Commission’s 
latest endeavour to bring trans- 
parency and responsibility to 
Europe’s financial system in 
order to prevent and manage 
future crises. European con- 
sumers deserve better. 

“They need reassurance that 
their savings, investments or 
insurance policies are pro- 
tected no matter where in Eu- 
rope they are based. To make 
this a reality, I now call upon 
the European Parliament and 
the Council to make rapid 
progress in approving today’ s 
package.” 


Cabinda separatists hope 
for mention in Portugal 
andAngolameetings 


Cabinda State Liberation Eront 
(ELEC) leaders told Lusa News 
Agency on Tuesday they expect 
Portuguese President Cavaco 
Silva to discuss the Cabinda is- 
sue during his meetings with 
Angolan head of state Jose 
Eduardo dos Santos during his 
upcoming visit to Angola, sched- 
uled for July 18-24. 

“ELEC expects the Portuguese 
President to show political cour- 
age, by questioning and interven- 
ing close to the Angolan govern- 
ment so that the Cabinda prob- 
lem may be settled peacefully”, 
ELEC interim president 
Alexandre T ati said. 

Tati, alongside other ELEC 
military conunanders, ousted the 
organization’s historic leader, 
Henrique N’ zita Tiago, suggest- 


ing he should go into ‘ ‘retirement’ ’ . 

Tiago dismissed this as a 
“coup” by traitors, but he too 
subscribes to the idea that 
ELEC’ s 26-year old struggle for 
the independence of the oil-rich 
enclave cannot be settled through 
armed fighting, and also calls for 
negotiations with Luanda. 

“The Portuguese people and 
its government, its rulers, must 
think properly about the Cabinda 
issue”, Tiago said, since 
“Cabinda is [still] a Portuguese 
protectorate”, he added, invok- 
ing 1 885 ’ s Simulambuco Treaty. 

“On behalf of the Cabinda peo- 
ple, I call on the President of the 
Portuguese Republic to advise 
Jose Eduardo dos Santos to sit at 
the [negotiation] table with the 
ELEC leadership”, Tiago said.

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Domestic violence on the rise 


□ Since the beginning of the decade the 

numberof cases of domestic violence being 
reported to police have risen year-on-year 
by 11. 3 percent. 


This was recently confirmed 
by State Secretary for Equality 
ElzaPais, who announced “Since 
2000 the number of complaints 
has risen, on average, by 11.3 
percent” each year. 

Mrs. Pais believes this is an 
indication that “women are over- 
coming their shame”. 

“Today, without a doubt, vic- 
tims are gaining the ability to 
speak out and shun the silence 
that for many, many years pre- 
vented them from reporting their 
attackers”, she stressed. 

The State Secretary added that 
the Government “is undertaking 
a fight without a truce” against 
domestic violence, with “544 
projects” to tackle the issue cur- 
rently being in place from the 
north to south of Portugal. 

Elza Pais elaborated that a 
new plan against domestic vio- 


lence “is ongoing”, should be im- 
plemented at the beginning of 
2011, and is expected to last for 
three years. 

According to the State Secre- 
tary, this “fourth plan” inte- 
grates “previous prevention, 
protection, and attacker-con- 
demnation projects in an articu- 
late manner”. 

“This plan will reinforce the 
construction of new male percep- 
tions in a very intense way”, she 
maintained. 

State Secretary Pais warned of 
the need to “show domestic vio- 
lence a red card” and that this 
should be done “by everybody, 
without exception”. 

Last year 29 women were mur- 
dered through domestic violence. 
In the State Secretary ’ s opinion, 
“even just one, single murder is 
still wrong”. 


International couples in 
Portugal can now choose 
country of divorce 


European Union govern- 
ments have this week given 14 
EU countries, including Portu- 
gal, the green light to push for- 
ward with rules allowing inter- 
national couples to select which 
country’ s law would apply to 
their divorce. 

The new rules, which still 
must be approved, will allow 
couples to avoid emotionally 
and financially costly proceed- 
ings. 

This is the first time in the 
EU’ s history that countries have 
used the “enhanced coopera- 
tion” mechanism, which allows 
a group of at least nine nations 
to implement measures even if 
all 27 Member States fail to 
reach agreement. The enhanced 
cooperation will apply in the 1 4 
participating EU countries for 
now, but others can join at any 
time. 

“This vote is historic. I am very 
proud that the Council took the 
brave decision to use this legisla- 
tive tool for the first time. Painful 
experiences for international cou- 
ples and their children will soon 
be made easier,” said Vice-Presi- 
dent Viviane Reding, Commis- 
sioner for Justice, Eundamental 
Rights and Citizenship. 

“This historic step shows 
that the EU can react quickly to 
real human problems . W orking 
together, we can provide com- 
fort and improve legal certainty 
for international couples when 
handling difficult situations. A 
total of 14 Member States is a 
good start; I hope that all coun- 
tries will join so that more citi- 
zens can benefit.” 

The process to start the en- 
hanced cooperation procedure 
can start immediately. The 14 
participating countries (Aus- 
tria, Belgium, Bulgaria, Erance, 
Germany, Hungary, Italy, 
Latvia, Luxembourg, Malta, 
Portugal, Romania, Slovenia 
and Spain) will now negotiate 


and then vote on the Commis- 
sion proposal for a Regulation 
that contains the details of which 
rules apply in cases of interna- 
tional divorces. The 14 coun- 
tries must unanimously ap- 
prove the rules and consult the 
European Parliament before the 
Regulation can enter into force. 

The proposal aims to protect 
weaker partners during divorce 
disputes. International couples 
will be able to agree which law 
would apply to their divorce or 
legal separation. In cases where 
the couple cannot agree, judges 
would have a common formula 
for deciding which country’s 
law applies. Couples would 
have more legal certainty, pre- 
dictability and flexibility. This 
would help protect spouses and 
their children from complicated, 
drawn-out and painful proce- 
dures. 

The new solution will help 
couples of different nationali- 
ties, those living apart in differ- 
ent countries or those living to- 
gether in a country other than 
their home country. 

There were more than 1 mil- 
lion divorces in the 27 Member 
States in 2007, of which 
140,000 (13%) had an “interna- 
tional” element. 

The Commission proposed 
the measure on 24 March 2010 
in response to a request by nine 
Member States that were frus- 
trated with the Council ’ s failure 
to move forward on a 2006 
Commission proposal (Greece 
was initially part of the plan and 
later withdrew its request). 

Since then, five additional 
countries - Germany, Belgium, 
Latvia, Malta and Portugal - 
asked to be part of the EU ac- 
tion. 

Other countries that want to 
participate can do so at any time. 
Under the Lisbon Treaty, they 
must first notify the Council and 
the Commission.

Did Paul Kagame really stop the genocide in Rwanda 
sixteen years ago, or did he just interrupt it for a 
while? That question frightens him so much that he 
will not risk everything on the outcome of a 
democraticelection. 


Kagame is running for re-elec- 
tion to the presidency of the trau- 
matised Central African country 
next month. If economic success 
automatically brought political 
success he would be a shoo-in: 
Rwanda’ s economy grew by 1 1 
percent last year. But in fact, his 
resounding election victory in 
2003 was the result of ruthless 
manipulation, and this one will be 
the same. 

In recent months, opposition 
party leaders in Rwanda have 
been arrested and charged with 
denying the genocide. An oppo- 
sition newspaper was banned 
and its co-editors attacked (one 
died, one survived). Leading gen- 
erals in the Rwandan army have 
been arrested or have fled into 
exile. (One was wounded last 
month in an attempted hit in 
South Africa.) So is Kagame over- 
reacting? Maybe. 

If you cut Paul Kagame open, 
you would find engraved on his 
heart William Faulkner’ s terrible 
truth: “The past is never dead. 
It’ s not even past.” One-tenth of 
Rwanda’ s population - at least 
800,000 people, Tutsis and those 
who tried to protect them - were 
murdered by their neighbours, 
mostly with machetes, only six- 
teen years ago. 

Not nearly enough time has 
passed yet for generational turno- 
ver to take the edge off the grief 
and the hate. Everybody pre- 
tends it’ s over, but of course it 
isn’t. How could it be? 

Kagame’ s whole life has been 
shaped by genocide. He grew up 
in Uganda, where his parents fled 
when an earlier wave of violence 
killed about 100,000 Tutsis in 
Rwanda in the early 1960s. He 
became the leader of the Rwandan 
Patriotic Front, a mainly Tutsi 
exile organisation dedicated to 
overthrowing the Hutu extrem- 
ists who ruled the country, and 
he led the RPF army that marched 
in to stop the great genocide of 
1994. 

He knows, of course, that 
Tutsis and Hutus are not really 
separate ethnic groups. All of 
Rwanda’s nineteen major clans 
includes both Tutsis and Hutus. 
They speak the same language and 
they live in the same villages . The 
term once distinguished cattle- 
herders from farmers, and later 
the wealthy from the poor. Rich 
Hutus could become Tutsis -but 
the Tutsis naturally always re- 
mained a minority of the popu- 
lation. 

He also knows, however, that 
the colonial authorities exploited 
those class differences and gave 
the Tutsis political authority 
over the Hutus in return for their 
loyalty. By the later 20th cen- 
tury the Tutsis and Hutus had 
become ethnic groups for all prac- 
tical purposes, with a constant 
undercurrent of resentment by 
the Hutus against the Tutsis. 
After independence in 1960, the 
killing got underway very 
quickly. It peaked in 1994. 

This past will not leave 
Rwanda alone. The very words 
“Tutsi” and “Hutu” have now 
been banned in Rwanda, but a 
ministerial investigation in 2008 
found anti-Tutsi graffiti and har- 
assment of Tutsi students in 
most of the schools that were vis- 


ited. The army is exclusively 
Tutsi and the government almost 
entirely so, because Kagame does 
not really believe that this gen- 
eration of Hutus can be trusted. 

To make his position even 
more precarious, Tutsi solidarity 
is breaking down. The arrests, 
exile and attempted assassina- 
tion of various generals may be 
in response to real plots. Most 
Tutsi generals belong to the 
Nyiginya clan, which tradition- 
ally provided the country’ s king. 
Paul Kagame is from the Umwega 
clan, and some of the Nyiginya 
think that power has remained in 
the wrong hands for too long. 

It is an awful situation, and 
Kagame has only one strategy for 
avoiding aretum to genocide: hang 
onto power, and hope that rapid 
economic growth and the passage 
of time will eventually blur the 
identities and blunt the reflexes 
that have made this generation of 
Rwandans so dangerous to one 
another. 

His model is Singapore, an 
ethnically complex state that 
avoided too much democracy 
during the early decades of its 
dash for growth. If Rwanda could 
become the Singapore of Central 
Africa, then maybe its citizens 
would eventually come to believe 
that their stake in the country’s 
new stability and prosperity was 
more important than the history. 
But Singapore did not have so far 
to travel, and its history was not 
drowned in blood. 

The logic of Kagame’s strat- 
egy obliges him to stay in power: 
his first duty is to Rwanda’s 
Tutsis, atleasthalf of whom have 
already been murdered. But he 
must provide prosperity to the 
Hutu majority too, in order to 
reconcile them to Tutsi survival, 
and his relatively corruption-free 
govemmenthas made impressive 
progress towards that goal. 

Nevertheless, in a free election 
today most Rwandans would 
vote along ethnic lines. His 
Rwandan Patriotic Front would 
instantly be replaced by a Hutu- 
led regime of unknowable charac- 
ter and purpose. He dares not 
risk it, so real democracy is not 
an option. 

If Paul Kagame is now killing 
opposition journalists and dis- 
sident generals, then he is mak- 
ing a dreadful and probably fa- 
tal mistake, but it may not be 
him. In the ruthlessly Machi- 
avellian world of Rwandan poli- 
tics, other possibilities also ex- 
ist. Either way, he has the lone- 
liest, scariest job in the world, 
and he must know that the odds 
are long against him.

Two die in Cascais blaze 

Two people died in afire in Alapraia, Cascais, on Monday 
as they were barricaded inside a residence which was set 
on fire. It is alleged a man had kidnapped his wife and set 
the apartment on fire with both of them inside. 


“We were called to the loca- 
tion at 23hl5 for a possible fire 
in a residence, with two people 
barricaded inside, one of them 
being a man who was armed and 
had kidnapped his wife” said 


PSP sweep trains on 
Cascais line 

Around forty PSP officers carried out a massive operation on all trains travelling on 
the Cascais line last weekend, searching for illegal weapons. 


This huge operation on the 
Cascais line was carried out ex- 
actly one week after the gang 
fight on a busy Estoril beach, 
where rival gang members met 
in broad daylight to resolve their 
disputes, some firing warning 
shots into the air and others 
using knives against their rivals. 

Last weekend, the PSP rein- 
forced their presence on the 
Cascais train route which has 
been in the headlines in recent 
times for a series of thefts and 
disturbances. In the past two 
weeks there have been several 
incidents on this train line, such 
as the stabbing of two people 
who tried to prevent a robbery. 


a group of forty louts causing 
mayhem inside the carriages, as 
well as a group of teenagers, be- 
ing identified by the PSP, throw- 
ing stones at the trains between 
Alges and Cruz Quebrada. 

In this latest police operation, 
around one hundred people were 
searched by forty PSP officers 
at the Cascais line’s main sta- 
tions, with no weapons being 
found during the checks. Ac- 
cording to the PSP “No weapon, 
firearm or knife, was seized”, 
adding “It was essentially to pre- 
vent and discourage any illicit be- 
haviour.” 

Officers were supported by 
explosive and weapons detect- 


ing sniffer dogs from the force’s 
Special Unit. 

The commander of Lisbon’ s 
Metropolitan Command re- 
vealed that these operations had 
already been planned prior to 
the incident on T amariz beach, 
in Estoril, with police rein- 
forcement being of particular 
importance to the Council at the 
moment as Cascais beaches are 
beginning to gain a reputation, 
which in turn steers tourists 
away from the beaches. 

This particular operation 
took place between 3pm and 
7pm at Carcavelos, Parede, S. 
Pedro, S. Joao, Estoril, Monte 
Estoril and Cascais. 


Carlos Coelho, commander of 
Estoril fire fighters. 

On arrival at the scene, the fire- 
men were unable to take any ac- 
tion to extinguish the fire as the 
kidnapper was threatening them, 
“We couldn’t enter the building 
but we saw there was an emer- 
gency exit round the back and we 
managed to remove fifteen peo- 
ple, who resided in the building” 
explained the commander. 

The firemen only managed to 
enter the apartment of the kid- 
napper, located on the third floor, 
at 00h30. Despite being put out 
in ten minutes, the fire had al- 
ready claimed the h ves of both the 
kidnapper and his victim.

Drug smugglers arrested in Lisbon 


Lisbon's PSP announced the arrest of three individualswho were found with 
eleven kilos of hashish in their possession, as well as illegal weapons; the 
result of a seven month investigation.

Both were accepted and 
entered on the certificate, and the 
wholeprocesswasnotonly quick 
(no appointment necessary) but 
was made very pleasant by the 
two charming women who dealt 
with us. There is no fee for sign- 
ing the forms if they relate to the 
State pension, a nice surprise in 
these days of constant taxes and 


charges. 

Those who remember the staff 
at the old premises will be pleased 
to know that the current people 
are from a different mould and not 
only greeted us with a smile (!) 
but were eager to help.

SIR, Regretfully, I did not see 
the recent article on “EU help for 

those living ” but I can tell you 

the UK reality, from bitter ex- 
perience. If you are over 65, you 
now need a UK E121/S1. The 
consul service will tell you to 
contact the Iberian Benefits Serv- 
ice who are useless, a waste of 
resources. They will tell you to 
phone a UK number which turns 
out to be a call centre. After lis- 
tening to every recorded message, 
except the time of their tea break, 
I was answered by a less than 
helpful person. I could not get a 
1 2 1 for my wife, she had to phone 
herself. After more problems, we 
got two E121’s which just said 
who we were. 

Cost of phone call, €12. You 
then take that to the local Portu- 
guese social security; and then the 
funbegins. Pour visits, bureauc- 
racy, they want all document 
originals. After, you get a white 
card and, next year, you do it all 
again ! Y ou need it though if a) you 
want medical services andb) you 
have a remarkably bureaucratic 
receptionist or.... as we have at 
our health centre. But under the 
newEU arrangements, your Eu- 
ropean health card now comes 
not from Portugal but the UK, 
and this has to be applied for sepa- 
rately. (Do you need it for emer- 
gency treatment in the UK? Y ou 
certainly do for Gibraltar.) 

Of course all this, especially 
given the Portuguese bureauc- 
racy, should be on a simple leaf- 
let or sent directly by HM gov., 
but the simple obvious isn’t 
done. So you then search for the 
EHC site, and surprise, they 


need the same info, but, wisely, 
though pensions will tell you that 
this is impossible, they want the 
info via e mail, a simple on line 
form ! Why not one simple on line 
form? T ax (HMR&C) use on line 
communication, and so does my 
financial service with a much 
more complicated, serious, im- 
portant site. 

If you complain about this 
dysfunctional service/lack of 
customer care, the IBS, the Direc- 
tor of the Iberian Consul service 
simply don’t understand the 
word “complaint.” If you com- 
plain to the pension service, they 
will ignore it. Customer care? Put 
simply, they could not bother 
about UK citizens overseas. I 
must say that the Consul in 
Portimao tries, but it is not his 
field and others are just passing 
the buck, to a poor overworked 
man at the bottom of the chain; 
he can in fact, do nothing. As I 
said, this is about over 65 s how- 
ever I strongly suspect it will 
apply to all EC/EEA citizens 
who want to live in Portugal le- 
gally and receive benefits . Care is 
needed. 

The change seems to be due to 
new EC policy so the country of 
origin government, the UK in this 
case, finally pays for your care. 
This does not alter pension or 
other UK benefits, it is purely 
administrative, to change who 
picks up the bill finally; but it may 
well affect you.

European economy 
may stumble backinto 
recession-analysts 

Europe's economy is going through an "agitated and 
dangerous" stage and may stumble back into recession 
"especially if a currency crisis occurs", according to a 
report by consulting firm Strategic Risk Evaluation 
Society (Saer) released on Wednesday. 


Unrest in financial markets 
and Chinese growth well above 
the average 1 % forecast for Eu- 
ropean Union countries may “set 
off several scenarios, as for in- 
stance a double-dip recession, 
particularly if a serious currency 
crisis occurs - the implosion of 
the euro, for instance”, analysts 
Ernani Lopes and Jose Po 9 as 
Esteves wrote. 

“Geopolitical risks are high” 
and “there is a high risk of Euro- 
pean ‘balkanizing’ , a delicate con- 
dition for Portugal, facing the geo- 
graphic condition of only border- 


ing Spain, one of the states facing 
the risk of political disintegra- 
tion”, the report adds. 

“The Portuguese crisis is an 
example of the consequences of 
breaking Eurozone rules in order 
to finance political strategies of a 
distributive nature”, the report 
continues , adding that the current 
austerity measures may force 
“Portuguese families to become 
aware of the need to save more, 
slowing the growth of indebted- 
ness, and aiding in the correction 
of the external deficit”.

Crisis reflected in the 
number of uninsured 
cars 


The number of vehiclescirculating on Portugal's 
roads without insurance soared last year, as drivers 
struggle to cope with their financial obligations. 


Last year the National Insur- 
ance Institute (ISP) launched al- 
most 5,500 legal action cases 
against uninsured drivers who 
were involved in an accident. In 
comparison to 2008, this was 
an increase of 5.6 percent 
though still 22 percent less than 
in 2005, which was a ‘black 
year’ for Portugal’ s roads. 

And the global financial cri- 
sis is also affecting offending 
drivers’ ability to cover ex- 
penses caused by their way- 
ward driving. The overall total 
of reimbursements paid out last 


year fell by eight percent in 
comparison to the previous 
year, to €2 . 6 billion, € 1 60 mil- 
lion less than in 2008. 

And this year the situation 
appears to be continuing; so far 
the ISP has launched almost 
2,300 cases against vehicle 
owners driving without neces- 
sary insurance, an average of 
almost 460 drivers per month. 

However, these numbers are 
still far fewer than in 2005, 
when the ISP detected more 
than 7,000 uninsured vehicles 
being driven illegally.

Speeding up Windows XP 
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If you've been using Windows XP for awhile, you've probably noticed that 
it isn't as fast as it used to be. This article will help you identify problems 
with Windows XP and fix them yourself, so that you can see improved 
speed and performance from your Windows XP PC. 


dent aboutXP’ s workings, or want 
the process automated. However, 
make sure to read independent 
reviews from credible sources be- 
fore choosing a speed-up program 
as the performance and value var- 
ies immensely across the market, 
and you might even end up with 
malware. If it seems too good to 
be true, it’ s probably not. 

Memory 

Adding extra memory is prob- 
ably the most significant change 
you can make to speed up Win- 
dows XP as it means your com- 
puter can run more programs at 
once without delays. There are 
several free online scanners which 
can tell you whether you have ca- 
pacity to add extra memory e.g. 
http://www.crucial.com/ 
systemscanner/index.aspx. 

Adding memory does involve 
opening up your PC, but this is the 
simplest physical upgrade you 
can perform and usually just in- 
volves slotting a new memory 
stick into place. Besides physical 
memory, you can also have a look 
at Windows XP’ s virtual memory 
settings. The swap file is a section 
on the hard drive that is dedicated 
to acting like RAM (random ac- 
cess memory), but moving it to 
another drive or other location can 
often help improve performance 
in Windows XP. 

Slow Boot-up 

People tend to dismiss Win- 
dows XP slowdown problems 
because they only notice it when 
they first boot up the computer. 
Or, perhaps they don’t notice it 
because they’re in the habit of 
turning the computer on and then 
walking away for awhile. How- 
ever, one of the first signs of XP 
slowdown is slow startup speeds, 
which can be easily improved 
withalittlebitofknowhow. There 
are many XP startup options to 
boost speed, but one of the most 
noticeable solutions comes from 
disabling Windows XP startup 
programs that you don’ t need. T o 
prevent these programs from 
starting automatically, click on 
the Start menu and choose Run, 
then type in msconfig and press 
Enter. In the menu which appears, 
change the selectionfromNormal 
Startup to Selective Startup. Then 
click on the tab marked Startup 
and remove the tick from any pro- 
grams you don’t want to run au- 
tomatically. Finally, click on OK 
to confirm it and reboot your PC 


to see what improvement it pro- 
vides. 

File Fragmentation 

While Windows does a good 
job of making files look like real 
files (like those you might find in 
a filing cabinet), the fact of the 
matter is that they in no way rep- 
resent the true organisation of 
files on your hard drive. There are 
no neatly labelled containers on 
the hard drive that keep all your 
music, all your movies, or all your 
documents. In fact, your hard 
drive is, in many ways, like a mag- 
netic tape. Y ou start recording at 
one end and stop at the other. The 
process is slightly more complex 
than that, with different platters 
and sectors and clusters, etc, but 
in essence functions the same 
way. 

Many years of installing and 
uninstalling programs and saving 
and deleting documents and mul- 
timediafiles cause your hard drive 
to fragment. Looking at the mag- 
netic tape example, let’ s imagine 
erasing sections of that tape, then 
filling those sections with other 
data. Only in this example, that 
data does not fit in the empty 
spaces and ends up scattered 
throughout the length of the mag- 
netic tape. This is what we call 
hard drive or file fragmentation. 
Many Windows XP slowdown 
issues are a direct result of too 
many fragmented files. 

Defragmenting your computer 
will tidy up the way files are 
physically stored on your hard 
drive allowing Windows XP to 
find each file more quickly. 

There are many ways to clean 
up fragmented files in Windows 
XP but I prefer to use a third party 
defragmentation tool called 
PerfectDisk 11 (www.perfect 
disk.com) PerfectDisk 1 1 uses an 
intelligent file placement tech- 
nology that organises files ac- 
cording to usage patterns and 
eliminates most fragmentation 
before it happens. This results in 
faster defrag passes, quicker boot 
times, slower refragmentation, 
reduced resource consumption 
and improved overall perform- 
ance. 

System Restore 

If your system suddenly got 
much slower rather than declin- 
ing gradually, the problem could 
be a specific change which you 
can’ t identify. XP’ s System Re- 
store may take care of this as it 


allows you to return your Win- 
dows settings to the way they 
were at a particular point. To use 
this tool, you’ll need to go into 
System Tools section, found 
under Accessories in the pro- 
grams menu. Y ou can then select 
from a list of Restore points and 
choose the last date before your 
computer slowed down. Offi- 
cially this will not affect any files 
you have created since that 


point, but it is well worth back- 
ing them up to be on the safe side. 

Reinstall XP 

If nothing else works, you can 
try starting from scratch and re- 
installing Windows. This will 
give you a clean start and may take 
care of any problems causing XP 
to run slowly. However, it’s 
truly a last resort as it will take 
some time to both install it and 


possibly reinstall some of your 
other programs. Before reinstall- 
ing Windows, you should do a 
complete back-up of all docu- 
ments, multimedia files, and any 
other files and settings you can’t 
risk losing . Y ou should also bear 
in mind that your original instal- 
lation of Windows may remain on 
your hard drive, so make sure you 
have enough spare hard drive 
space for a fresh installation. 


Windows XP, though the Old 
Faithful of operating systems 
these days, does have some 
known problems with slowness, 
especially after it’ s been in use for 
quite awhile. There are a lot of rea- 
sons for this , but having some ba- 
sic information on why 
slowdowns happen and how to 
improve the speed of Windows 
XP will ensure that you get many 
more years out of your computer. 

A good place to start is by look- 
ing at the various solutions men- 
tioned below, ranging from quick 
fixes to last-resort options. 

Delete files 

Whereverpossible, you should 
aim to leave around 10 % to 15% 
of your hard drive space empty. 
This can give your PC extra space 
to work during complex tasks 
which strain your PC’ s memory. 
As well as emptying your recycle 
bin regularly, delete large files you 
no longer need (such as video clips 
you ’ ve already viewed . ) 

Registry Cleanup 

The Windows XP registry is a 
database about all the software on 
your system. Over time, entries 
in the database tend to become out 
of date and incorrect, which slows 
down your computer as it tries to 
figure out the mes s . While editing 
the registry by hand is really an 
experts-only task, there are sev- 
eral programs which can clean it 
up for you, though be sure to 
check reliable reviews first to 
make sure you use a good one. 

3rd Party Software 

There are many programs 
which promise to make your PC 
run faster. Most of them simply 
carry out some of the tasks listed 
above, though this can be useful 
for people who aren’t too confi-

Building a vegetable garden 




The No Dig Garden is built on top of the ground, so you can start 
building a vegetable garden anywhere. This is organic gardening 
at its simplest and best. 


Building a vegetable garden of 
this sort is extremely attractive 
for those sites that have poor soil 
or invasive weeds . It’ s also a great 
way to build a garden for those 
that can’t, or don’t want to, dig a 
good size vegetable garden ! 

First thing of course, is to 
choose the site for building a gar- 
den. Make sure the site is level 
and ideally gets at least 5 hours 
of sun a day. 


If it’s not reasonably level, 
smooth out the humps and bumps 
as best as possible, then fill the 
gaps and any lower edges with 
soil, sand or whatever organic 
material is at hand, such as bark, 
leaves, twigs, washed seaweed, 
paper, jute, wool carpet or simi- 
lar. As this rots down, you will 
need to add more compost to 
these low areas and gradually 
build them up.

If the ground is on too much of 
a slope, build a terraced vegeta- 
ble garden. Y ou can make a grand 
affair with formal retaining walls , 
or just shore levels up with 
branches, bricks, planks, corru- 
gated iron or other obtainable 
materials. 

If you are planting a vegetable 
garden over lawn or weeds, you 
can mow the area to ground level 
and build the garden on top, or 
you can leave the vegetation to 
decay underneath in time — as 
long as you cut out light. 

If you are planting your veg- 
etable garden on a hard surface, 
such as hard clay, an old stoney 
yard or driveway, put down some 
cushioning organic material first 
(as above, bark, leaves etc). 
Starting to build a no dig 
garden 

Begin with a newspaper layer 
of at least 5 pages — or 20 or so 
pages if you like (or cardboard, 
sacking, natural carpet etc) to at 
least 5mm thick. 

It helps to surround the garden 
with some sort of border mate- 
rial. This can be bricks, logs, 
planks or rocks and can be 20- 
25cm high or more. See these sug- 
gestions from readers here: 

W ays to contain raised garden 
beds^ A raised border contains 
the organic material within, dis- 
courages invasion of surrounding 
lawn or weeds, deters various 
people and critters, and means 
less back-bending.

Lay down a layer of pads of 
lucerne hay (sometimes called 
alfalfa) leaving no gaps, to aheight 
of 1 0cm. Layer some good organic 
fertilizer on top to a height of 
roughly 20mm. This can be just 
about any sort of good quality 
material like well rotted chicken, 
horse, cow or sheep manure. If 
you don’ t have this sort of mate- 
rial available, sprinkle a layer of 
good natural commercial ferti- 
lizer. No need to go the full 1 " 
depth with commercial material. 

Add a thick layer of loose 
straw to the garden 20cm and 
another layer of fertilizer and 
then top it off with 1 0cm of com- 
post. 

W ater the garden until it’ s wet 
but not soaking. You can now 
start planting your seedlings im- 
mediately for an instant garden ! 

You do NOT have to have 
these exact layers, materials and 
quantities. Nature does not use a 
tape measure — use whatever 
you have at hand or can easily 
buy. 

Building a vegetable garden hke 
this (seriously messier than these 
pictures) can be achieved in a cou- 
ple of hours if you have the ma- 
terials on hand. Build several gar- 
den beds in different shapes to 
add interest and variety to your 
gardening. 

No dig gardens are just the 
same as other gardens. . .just easier 
to build and maintain. 

Planting a vegetable garden 

No dig gardens are more suc- 
cessful if you plant seedlings 
rather than seeds. The seeds can 
get lost in the mix and you are less 
certain about where everything 
will come up. With seedlings, 
you have a better idea of where 
things are. Also, with the rich 
organic materials in this sort of 
garden you can plant more inten- 
sively than you would with a 
normal garden. 

What will do well? Beans, 
peas, capsicum, eggplant, to- 
mato, lettuce, sweet com, broc- 
coli, spinach, cabbage, cauli- 
flower, bmssels sprouts and vine 
crops like melons and pumpkins . 
Root crops should not be tried 
until the bed is more mature. 

Once your seedlings are in 
place, cover exposed areas with 
another layer of mulch. This can 
be straw, grass clippings or 
leaves. Try to keep the stems of 
your young plants clear of the 
mulch to discourage stem rot. 
Does size matter? 

Well, in all things, it does and 
it doesn’t. It all depends on what 
you are trying to achieve. My 
view is it’s best to start small 
when building a vegetable garden.

and expand with your ambitions . 
Some additional hints: 

• Only make your gardens 
twice as wide as your arm length. 
By that, I mean make sure you can 
reach into the garden to the half- 
way mark for harvesting and 
weeding. 

• You should avoid walking on 
your no dig garden. It will com- 
pact the layers of organic mate- 
rial and may cause problems later. 
It may also track undesirable 
things (weed seeds especially) 
into the bed. 

• A good idea, if you want to 
plant out your garden the same 
day you build it, is to water the 
layers of materials as you lay 
them down. The straw layer in 
particular takes some time as 
straw does not readily absorb 
water. Pre-soaking the bales in 
standing water can also help if it’ s 
an option for you. 

• With the no dig garden you 
are, quite literally, unrestricted to 
size or shape. So try some differ- 
ent things. Plant your climbing 
beans with your com so one sup- 
ports the other. Put some herbs 
around your cabbage or tomato 
plants. Some of the principles of 
companion planting will provide 
inspiration. Organic gardening is 
all about a garden in tune with it- 
self. 

• Plant in clumps rather than 


rows if it suits the sun situation. 
Rotate your crops so you take full 
advantage of your growing sea- 
son. The secret to having areally 
successful no dig garden is plan- 
ning. 

• Abaleoflucemeandabaleof 
straw will do a garden about 2m 
by 1 .5m. If youhave areasonable 
growing season, get one 
underway and start the second 
later. 

• Keep topping up your gar- 
dens as they bed down and rotate 
your crops. Each time you re- 
plant a patch, add some compost 
and always mulch around the 
new plants . The mulch will keep 
down weeds, retain moisture and 
promote fast, healthy growth. 

• There are endless materials 
you can use when building a veg- 
etable garden.

Audi enters the 
compactmarket 
with the A1 


The latest set of wheels are taken for a spin. 
This week: Audi A1. 


No-one could accuse Mini of 
failing to stay on top of its game. 

Constant revisions to the core 
hatch models embellished with 
new variants such as the Convert- 
ible, Clubman and forthcoming 
Countryman and Coupe models 
means the charismatic range 
stays fresh. 

That hasn’t stopped compe- 
tition from growing in ferocity, 
however. The Fiat 500 stole the 
Mini’s crown as the motorised 
fashion accessory of choice upon 
its arrival in 2008. Meanwhile, 
the Alfa Romeo Mito has been 
doing its best to tempt style and 
image conscious small car buyers 
away from the retro-inspired 
scene; a tactic also employed by 
Citroen with the new DS3. 

Life is about to get a lot 
tougher for all of those models, 
however, because the 
unstoppable automotive force 
that is German premium manu- 
facturer Audi is about to launch 
another new model on a fully 
expectant world. 

The A1 is Audi’s smallest 
model since the unsuccessful - 
by Audi’ s high standards at least 
- A2. By common consensus, the 
A2 is now considered a car ahead 
of its time. The domed styling 
and lightweight aluminium body 
were not as well received then as 
they would be now, but Audi’s 
master plan to move forward at 
an unrelenting pace leaves no 
scope for looking backwards . 

Which is why the A1 uses a 
different approach. A light- 
weight body and excellent drag 
coefficient result in best in class 
C02 emissions and fuel con- 
sumption that are reminiscent of 
the A2, but there’ s nothing con- 
tentious about the styling and 
the A1 is aimed at different, 
younger, urban and image con- 
scious market. 

If ever there was a car for ‘the 
now’, it’s the Al. The Audi 
brand shows no signs of waning 


in its appeal - the four rings have 
taken over at the top as the badge 
of choice, coming to symbolise 
the highest quality and most en- 
viable design. Combined with 
the public appetite for efficient 
compact cars with character, the 
Al’s prospects seem great in-

All of which makes it seem so 
easy for Audi to build a segment- 
conquering city car, except for 
one thing. The company knows 
the car buying public are savvy 
and will no doubt be quick to re- 
alise that the Audi A 1 platform, 
engine and transmission line-up 
sounds familiar to that of the 
Seat Ibiza and V oiks wagen Polo 
ranges for good reason. 

With that in mind, it is essen- 
tial for Audi to maintain the high 
standards of build and design in- 
side the Al. The good news is 
that behind the wheel, the Al 
feels as premium as any of the 
manufacturer’ s larger models. 

It is, quite simply, very Audi 
- not an easy task to accomplish 


inside a compact cabin. High 
quality materials obviously help 
and specification is reassuringly 
premium. Inside an entry level 
SE equivalent model there’ s cer- 
tainly no reason to feel hard 
done by. The cloth seats are top 
class; the fascia boasts the same 
designer air vents and 6.5-inch 
pop-up screen as the Sport and 
S-line models; the driver can get 
to grips with the same chunky 
three-spoke steering wheel; 
stop- start is standard on all 
models. 


to add a bespoke feel across the 
range. It doesn’t just feel pre- 
mium inside the Al , it also feels 


sophisticated. Despite the 
fashionista city-car targeting, 
it’ s not hard to imagine drivers 
remaining satisfied after 


downsizing from bigger Audi’ s. 

Of course, there’s consider- 
ably less space than inside an A3 
or A4, but the three-door Al 
should prove a relatively compe- 
tent load carrier. The rear seats 
fold flat and while there are only 
two of them, separated by a cup 
holder and trinket tray, they’re 
considerably more useable than 
the rear seats in some rivals . In the 
front there’s no rubbing of el- 
bows and headroom will more 
than suffice. 

Naturally, the S-tronic twin 
clutch transmission is present in 
the line up. It can replace a six- 
speed manual transmission with 
the 1.4-litre, 120bhp TFSI unit 
in S-Line or the firmer riding 
Sport trim levels.

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Crete - magical island of tiie

Mother and daughter take a trip to this mythical island and 
combine some serious sun worship with exploration of its 
fascinating historical and archaeological location. 


Crete has suffered its fair share 
of conflict over the years with 
invasions, battles and even 
mythological duelling between 
the Gods, but most of these paled 
in comparison with the task of 
convincing my teenage daughter 
that we really ought to explore the 
history of this beautiful Greek 
island. 

It’s a brave woman who at- 
tempts to prise a sun-worship- 
ping 17-year-old away from a 
pool, and suggests instead a wor- 
thy programme of sightseeing 
and exploring a fascinating his- 
torical and archaeological loca- 


tion. 

At the mere mention of the ‘ C ’ 
word - culture, not clubbing - she 
raised her sunglasses, stared in 
disbelief and uttered the dismiss- 
ive words: “Err, hello, I thought 
this was supposed to be a holi- 
day!” 

Heated discussions ensued as 
we lazed in the glorious surround- 
ings of five-star Aldemar Royal 
Mare Village in Hersonissos on 
the island’s north coast. 

Suddenly, I could understand 
the stress suffered by Greece’s 
poor politicians negotiating with 
the EU to save the country from 


bankruptcy. 

But, secretly, I could under- 
stand Sarah’s stubborn reluc- 
tance to leave this spot which is 
surprisingly idyllic despite being 
only a half an hour taxi ride from 
the airport and Crete’s capital, 
Heraklion. 

The resort’s attractive blond 
brick and white washed buildings 
are arranged in the elegant style 
of a Greek village, and the effect 
is enhanced by decoratively tiled 
roads and tranquil landscaped 
gardens. 

Our ground floor VIP suite - 
bedroom, lounge and luxury bath- 
room - opened onto a secluded, 
private pool shared with two 


other families. 

Every morning we ate break- 
fast in the Candia restaurant with 
its huge open-air verandah over- 
looking two outdoor pools. 
Freshly cooked pancakes are a 
speciality, and there are also plen- 
tiful bowls of fresh fruit and low- 
carb treats for those on a healthy 
diet. 

A visit to the three-floor spa 
is a must, and it boasts a huge 
seawater thalassotherapy pool 
and a wide range of treatments, 
although our therapists were 
rather brusque. Lunch afterwards 
included locally caught fish at the 
Albatros restaurant overlooking 
the beach. 

While my daughter topped up 
her tan, I sampled the sports fa- 
cilities which include squash, ta- 
ble tennis, mini-golf and volley 
ball. My tennis lessons (42 euros 
for 45 minutes) were held at the 
impressive clay court tennis cen- 
tre which is regularly visited by 
international players. 

In the evenings, a spacious 
main restaurant offered an exten- 
sive buffet menu, with a three- 
course meal around £25/630 a 
head, and wine £8/69.60 a glass. 
On a couple of evenings we took 
a 1 0 minute taxi ride to the local 
town Hersonissos, eating at 
tavemas and paying around £ 1 5/ 
618 for three courses, and £7/ 
68.40 for a bottle of wine. 

Finally, I resorted to bribery 
to persuade my daughter to leave 
our relaxing sanctuary. She 
agreed to join three excursions in 
return for a shopping trip and a 
visit to nearby Malia, the club- 
bing capital of Crete and a mecca 
for British youngsters who flock 
there each summer for 24-hour 
partying. 

Fortunately, our first outing 
was the Cretan antidote to a teen-

age sulk - a lively Jeep Safari trip 
up into the mountains. Our Liv- 
erpudlian guide, Robert regaled 
us and our fellow travellers - 
backpackers to pensioners - with 
‘bite size ’ history and humorous 
anecdotes. 

The dramatic island land- 
scape includes stunning moun- 
tain ranges, dotted with caves and 
gorges, which are home to an en- 
dangered species - vultures. 

We spotted the rare bearded 
vulture which can fly at speed and 
use its 1 Oft wing span to Idll a goat 
by knocking it off the hillside. 
Fortunately, it didn’t fancy a 
stroppy adolescent for lunch! 

Inland, the island is said to in- 
clude around 35 million olive 
trees, one ofthempossibly 5,000 
years old. Extra virgin olive oil 
earns more for the island than 
tourism. 

We drove alongruggedroads, 
through carpets of wild flowers 
and breezes headily scented with 
aromatic herbs, fennel, sage and 
basil, all growing wild. 

We partially escaped the heat 
in the largest forest on the island, 
following a winding route lit- 
tered with roadside shrines hon- 
ouring accident victims. 

Luckily, we saw the extraor- 
dinary sight of a goat standing on 
top of a tree before lunch at a hill- 
side cafe. Otherwise I might have 
blamed Raki, the famous Greek 
fermented wine that we had con- 
sumed! 


Apparently, herds of wild 
goats ‘cri cri’ roam this area, part 
of the fertile Plateau of Lasithi, 
all of them agile enough to climb 
trees and nibble foliage. 

It’s impossible to ignore the 
wealth of Greek mythology, and 
we descended hundreds of steps 
to go deep into an enormous and 
awe-inspiring cave hung with 
stalactites and stalagmites that 
legend relates is the birthplace of 
Zeus, father of all the Gods. 

Our safari day - costing 70 
euros per person - was a brilliant 
awakening to the natural beauty 
and legends of Crete, while a boat 
trip to the tiny, rocky island of 
Spinalonga, Greece’ s main leper 
colony for halfa century to 1957, 
was a fascinating insight into so- 
cial history. 

A boat excursion, costing 62 
euros, began from Agios 
Nikolaos, a port which also has a 
huge lake that was once deemed 
bottomless and where at the end 
of World War II the occupying 
Germans dumped tanks and ar- 
maments before fleeing. Nowa- 
days, streets lined with chic ca- 
fes, restaurants and shops make 
it a charming, cosmopolitanplace 
to visit. 

Once you’ve made the hour 
crossing, it’s six miles from the 
mainland, arriving at Spinalonga 
is eerily like stepping into the 
ghostly past. 

Much of the settlement inhab- 
ited by the unfortunate lepers.

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Not so fiin in the sun 


The long, hazy days of summer can bringtheir own set of health problems, including sunburn, 
dehydration, back pain from too much gardening, andtummytroublefrom eatingthe wrongfood 
abroad. Lisa Salmon speaks to doctor and author Ben MacFarlane about howto deal with summer 
health hazards, both at home and abroad. 



While his knowledge about 
how to treat holidaymakers 
who’ve fallen off their eamels 
might not help everyone, his ex- 
perience in providing hot 
weather medical assistance - 
treating everything from critical 
sunburn to extreme allergies - 
undoubtedly will. 

Doctor Ben MacFarlane un- 
derstands that just as the lazy, 
hazy days of summer can bring 
plenty of outdoor fun, they can 
also lead to health problems. 

Having worked on cruise 
ships visiting exotic locations, 
and also in UK hospitals, 
MacFarlane - who currently 
works in aLondon teaching hos- 
pital - has written two health 
books, ‘Holiday SOS’ and ‘Cruise 
Ship SOS’, about his experiences. 

He explains just how to stay 
cool in the heat... 

• In the garden 

A perfect summer’s day is 
the ideal time to spruce up the 
garden - but remember to look 
after your back, as well as you 


look after your plants. 

That means bending your 
knees, notyourback, when you’re 
bending and lifting. 

MacFarlane says: “Prevention 
is better than cure, so don’t lift if 
it feels two heavy - better to make 
two trips, get someone to help, or 
use a wheelbarrow instead. 

“Most back problems that oc- 
cur in the garden are musculoskel- 
etal, so a good soak in the bath and 
a couple of non-steroidal anti- 
inflammatories, such as 
ibuprofen, should settle it down.” 

See your GP if the problem 
persists - he/she may suggest 
physiotherapy or even a TENS 
machine, which fools the brain into 
ignoring the pain by firing offhun- 
dreds of tiny pain signals. 

“Forget about bed-rest, it’s 
much better to keep active,” ad- 
vises MacFarlane. 

Another problem, when the 
weather’s nice, is insects - al- 
though in the UK their bites are 
more likely to be annoying than 
harmful. 


“Over here, there are very few 
insect bites that are going to be 
serious,” says MacFarlane. 

“They’re irritating because 
they itch, but the real worry is that 
if you scratch, infection can get 
into the skin.” 

He advises those who suffer 
with bites to treat them with an- 
tihistamine tablets, cream, cala- 


mine lotion, or E45 cream. 

“VitaminB 12 is said to be good 
to prevent mosquito bites, and 
people who eat Marmite seem to 
get bitten less too. It’s very rich in 
B vitamins. 

“I don’t think it’s been scien- 
tifically proven, but it’s worth a 
try - that’s eating the Marmite, 
not smearing it all overyou!”

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• In the sun 

At home or abroad, you have to 
hope it ’ s the sun, rather than rain, 
you’ 11 be avoiding. 

To be sun-sensible, don’t go out 
in the strong midday sun, wear a 
hat and slap on sun eream with a 
high Sun Proteetion F aetor (SPF) . 

MaeFarlane says: “People will 
still tan ifthey put high SPF eream 
on, but it’ll stop the burning.” 

He advises men who are 
tempted to take their t-shirts off 
in the heat to keep them on. 

“The Australians say ‘slip, 
slap, slop’ - slip on a shirt, slap on 
a hat and slop on the sunsereen,” 
he adds. 

Although you need to be eare- 
ful with sun exposure, it’s worth 
remembering that sunlight has its 
benefits. The sun’s rays eonvert 
the vitamin D in your diet into a 
form that helps build bones, and 
helps prevents the bone disease, 
riekets. 


However, winter sun ean do 
that too, and MaeFarlane ex- 
plains: “It’s pretty rare in this 
eountry to see vitamin D defl- 
eieney. 

“Y our average person is going 
to get more than enough sunlight, 
even on non- sunny days.” 

On hot days, whether you’re 
exposing your skin to the sun or 
not, it’s important to make sure 
you drink plenty of fluids, as de- 
hydration ean make people, and 
partieularly the elderly, feel very 
ill. 

• In the countryside 

If you fancy a day out in the 
countryside this summer, those 
lush green fields may play havoc 
with your hayfever. 

Those who knowthey ’re aller- 
gic to forms ofpollen will usually 
find that over-the-counter anti- 
histamines will help relieve runny 
eyes and noses, blocked noses, 
and other hayfever symptoms. 



W earing sunglasses might help 
keep pollen away from the eyes, 
and tying long hair back, and 
changing clothes when you come 
in will also help. 

Try dabbing a spot ofVaseline 
under your nose, as some say it 
traps pollen and stops inhalation. 

Another thing to bear in mind 
in the countryside is being bitten 
by ticks, which can be found in 
rough vegetation. 

If you’re bitten, you may see a 
red blotch in the bite area. 

Ticks can carry diseases, such 
as Lyme Disease, an infection that 
attacks the immune system and 
canleadto arthritis, andneurologi- 
cal problems. 

The best defence against these 
nasty blood-suckers is simply to 
keep your legs covered when 
walking in long grass. 

•Abroad 

As well as getting the correct 
vaccinations and watching out for 
heat hazards, and insects, when in 
a warm foreign country, travellers 
need to be mindful about drinking 
the local water. 

MaeFarlane warns: “Checkthat 
the caps on bottled water are se- 
cure, as there’s a scam in some 
countries where the kids take an 
empty water bottle, fill it with tap 
water, put the cap on and try to 
pass it off as bottled water.” 

It ’ s also worth checking whether 
salads and fmithave been washed 
in tap water, and what [type of 
water] ice cubes are made from. 

Another risk, he says, is all-day 
buffets, which can harbour bacte- 


ria in the hot food. 

“My recommendation is go for 
freshly-cooked food that’s really 
hot, because youknow the bugs are 
going to be dead. 

“People who live in the area will 
develop immunity to the local bac- 
teria, although seeing where the 
locals eat is usually not a bad rule 
of thumb.” 

He advises eating little and of- 
ten in hot weather, avoiding big 
meals, and eating carbohydrates, 
and plenty of fruit and salads. 

“Salads and fruit contain a lot of 
water, and if you want those, it’s 
your body telling you what’ s right 
to do.”

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Severe morning sickness 


Lisa Salmon looks at the weird, wonderful and sometimes weary world of 
parenting. While morning sickness is a common affliction of pregnancy, 
affecting around 70% of mothers-to-be, most of them aren't sick all the time. 


But some unfortunate expeet- 
ant mums get no relief from the 
eondition - also known as nausea 
and vomiting in pregnaney 
(NVP) - and are siek eonstantly 
and have to spend time in hospi- 
tal beeause they ean’t keep any 
food or drink down. 

Sueh severe symptoms are 
known as hyperemesis gravi- 
darum, the worst form of morn- 


ing siekness, whieh is thought to 
affeet up to 2% of all pregnant 
women. 

The eondition hit the headlines 
last month when mother Cheryl 
Harrison revealed she had suf- 
fered so badly with it, and with 
dangerously high blood pres- 
sure, that she deeidedto abort her 
baby nine weeks into the preg- 
naney. 


Mrs Harrison had been very ill 
with it when pregnant with her 
first ehild Searlett, now aged five, 
vomiting up to 40 times a day. 

But the seeond pregnaney was 
even worse. 

Dr Tony Bamie-Adshead, a 
trustee of the Pregnaney Siekness 
Support Trust, says he ean un- 
derstand why Mrs Harrison 
made the agonising deeision to 
terminate her seeond pregnaney. 

“I ean partieularly understand 
it as she had another ehild to look 
after and she eouldn’t do it.” 

“This eondition is an absolute 
nightmare for the women who 
suffer from it.” 

NVP often clears up at 12-14 
weeks, but some cases of hyper- 
emesis can last throughout the 
pregnancy. 

It’s unclear what causes the 
condition, although pregnancy 
hormones are thought to be in- 
volved. 

A conference to discuss the 
issue, including causes, effects 
and the formulation of national 
treatment guidelines for NVP, 
was held at W arwick University 
on July 1 . 

“I wish we knew what causes 
it,” says Dr Bamie-Adshead. 

“There’s no doubt that it’s 
associated with the hormones 
secreted by the placenta.” 

“It’s certainly a very compli- 
cated process.” 

Many women who suffer from 
hyperemesis are admittedto hos- 
pital because they can’t keep 
anything down and are dehy- 
drated. They will usually be put

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on a drip to supply intravenous 
fluids, andbe given anti-sickness 
dmgs. 

Sally Ross, 40, was admitted 
to hospital seven times after suf- 
fering terrible hyperemesis when 
she was pregnant with her second 
daughter, Elvie, last summer. 

She ’ d suffered with the condi- 
tion to a lesser extent when preg- 
nant with her first child, Layla, 
1 8 months previously. 

“I was really sickthe first time, 
but not to the extent I was with 
my next pregnancy.” 

“I could keep some things 
down, and it was manageable.” 

In Sally’ s first pregnancy, the 
hyperemesis started at about 
seven weeks, and finished at 17 
weeks. 

“It didn’t put me off having 
another,” she explains, “because 
I could cope, and I thought it was 
normal.” 

If a woman has severe NVP in 
one pregnancy, it doesn’t neces- 
sarily mean she’ll suffer with it 
in subsequent pregnancies, al- 


though half to two-thirds of 
women will go through it all again. 

Unfortunately for Sally, the 
sickness started almost immedi- 
ately, and to an even greater ex- 
tent, when she fell pregnant with 
Elvie. 

“It gradually got worse, and I 
was being sick morning, noon 
andnight.” 

“I couldn’t even have a mouth- 
ful of water without being sick 
straight away.” 

“I couldn’t eat or drink any- 
thing at all. Nothing eased it - it 
was horrendous.” 

After a few weeks, Sally was 
so weak she couldn’t stand up. 

Her partner Phil and both their 
mums had to look after Layla, and 
Sally was admitted to hospital 
with dehydration and put on a 
drip and intravenous sickness 
drugs. 

After about four days, when 
she was rehydrated, she was dis- 
charged to her home in Leeds - 
where the sickness started again 
within about five hours. 
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She returned to hospital and 
the cycle of admissions and dis- 
charges continued until her sev- 
enthhospital stay, by which time 
she’d lost more than two stone 
in weight. 

The consultant gave her ster- 
oids, which finally did the trick, 
more than four months after the 
sickness had started. 

“I was only sick a couple of 
times after that - it was heaven,” 
she says. 

“I still felt sick, but at least I 
could stand up, I could look after 
Layla, and I wasn’t being sick 30 
times a day.” 

Mothers-to-be with NVP are 
advised to eat small, frequent 
meals, avoid unpleasant smells, 
which can trigger sickness, and 
get plenty of rest. 

Dr Barnie-Adshead says some 
women with NVP believe vita- 
min B6 helps, although it should 
only be taken after consulting a 
doctor. 

Sally took all the advice she 
was given about eating and rest- 
ing during her sickness, but noth- 
ing worked until she was given the 
“last resort” steroids. 

Happily Elvie, who is now 1 6 
weeks old, wasn’t affected by her 
mum’ s illness, and was bom at a 
healthy 71bs 4oz in March. 

“I could never go through a 
pregnancy like that again - 1 felt 
like I was dying, says Sally. 

“I can’t describe how bad it 
was.” 

Babies are rarely affected by 
hyperemesis, and Dr Bamie- 
Adshead explains: “The baby is 
the perfect parasite - it looks af- 
ter itself and seems to get the best 
ofwhat’s going.” 

He says if the mother has se- 
vere hyperemesis and loses 
weight, the baby may be a low 
birth weight. 

“But other than that, the ba- 
by’s fine - you don’t get foetal 
abnormalities associated with 
hyperemesis.” 

“It’s not a bad sign for the out- 
come of the pregnancy, but it’s 
awful for the ladies who go 
through it.”

Cookery writer, Annie Bell, 
author of The Camping Cook- 
book, began her bucolic, cuhnary 
journey last year, when her hus- 
band Jonnie decided to celebrate 
his birthday with a family trip. 

Having agreed with his wife that 
he would rent a camper van for 
themselves, and their 1 2-year-old 
son Louis, he returned that night 
looking rather sheepish. 

“Jonnie came home andtoldme 
he’d bought one instead,” she re- 
members, laughing. 

“It’ s been a very steep learning 
curve,” she adds. “The first time 
we took her out, I didn’t think it 
through. You have to envisage 
what the key facilities are in a nor- 
mal kitchen: Running water, 
something to chop on, and a bin - 
and make sure the equivalents are 
within easy reach.” 

Laughing, she recalls trying to 
make meals, before realising half 
way through that her water source 
was 50 yards away. 

“You need to build a little 
kitchen, as it were,” she says. 

Having spent a year learning to 
cook outdoors - “these days we’ 11 
even go just for a couple of nights’ ’ 


- Annie says she’s now got her 
own system. 

“I buy enough perishable food 
for the first 24-48 hours, surround 
the food with lots of cold blocks, 
and then buy fresh for the rest of 
the trip. 

“Shopping is part of camping; 
going to local markets and farm 
shops. You don’t want to do a 
week’ s shop in advance.” 

Annie is also very aware that a 
camper van chef must be practi- 
cal about their limitations . 

“All of the recipes in my book 
start backwards,” she laughs. “I 
tell readers how much washing up 
they’re going to be left with at the 
end. 

“You can cook some fantastic 
things outdoors , but if you’ re left 
with eight saucepans to wash, 
that’ s not much fun.” 

Two of her favourite recipes 
don’ t even involve utensils. 

“I’ll use great big beef-steak 
tomatoes as containers. I’ll mix up 
the insides, put the lids back on, 
pop them on the grill, and then 
scoop out the middles to create a 
sauce. 

“You can do the same with 
mushrooms. I’ll fill them with 
creme fraiche, chopped onions, 
and herbs . Then let the juices mix 
up while it cooks , and without any 
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frying or anything that involves a 
saucepan, end up with a ready- 
made sauce.” 

She adds that taking a prepared 
marinade can make life easier. 

‘ ‘If you take a marinade you can 
leave on fish or meat, it’ s so much 
easier than squeezing lemon and 


crushing garlic,” she explains. “It 
also means you’ve got a base, to 
which you can start adding more 
flavours and end up with some- 
thing that tastes quite sophisti- 
cated.” 

See how you fare with these 
simple s recipes... 


Hot smoked salmon rolls 

A Glastonbury favourite, there are two routes here, one he- 
donistic and the other slightly les s so . In the first, you butter your 
baguette or rolls on the outside as well as the inside before cook- 
ing them, to achieve a seriously crisp and buttery crumb. The 
second route is to butter the inside only. For one or two people, 
rolls will do nicely, whereas for three upwards, baguettes in vary- 
ing lengths will play to a crowd. 

Either way fill them with smoked salmon, squeeze over a little 
lemon juice and grind over some black pepper in time-honoured 
fashion. 

Y on then have two ways of cooking them. Either heat a frying 
pan over a medium heat for 5 minutes, wrap the rolls in foil and 
heat for 4-5 minutes each side. Alternatively, without wrapping 
the rolls, toast them for a couple of minutes either side on the grid 
of a hot barbecue. Napkins all round and go. 

Feta with pistachios in honey (Serves 6 ) 

Feta makes a good travelling companion: Its shape, texture and 
the fact that it comes hermetically sealed all make it a goer in the 
chill-box. But more than that, I love this combination of the salty 
creamy cheese with the sweetness of honey, and although it’s 
lovely to chip away at with a glass of wine before dinner, it will 
also stand in as a small sweet-come- savoury at the other end of it. 
1 X 200g slab of feta cheese 
Runny honey 

A couple of handfuls of pistachios 

Combine the pistachios with a couple of tablespoons of honey 
in abowl, adding just enough to coat and hold them together. Spread 
these over the feta on a plate, drizzle over a little more honey and 
dig in with a knife, to help pile it on to whatever crispies you’re 
eating with it.

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Portuguese Federation hopeful Spanish win will boost World Cup bid 



The Portuguese Football Federation (FPF) 
has this week expressed the hope that 
Spain'sfootball heroicsinSouth Africa will 
"serve as a reinforcement" of Portugal 
and Spain's joint World Cup bid for either 
2018 or 2022. 


The FPF further congratu- 
lated “Spain and the Spanish 
people” in a statement posted on 
its website, saying it was an “his- 
toric victory” and the Spanish 
football team are deserved hold- 
ers of both the W orld Cup and the 


European Nations’ Cup, which 
it won in 2008. 

Spain won its first World Cup 
last Sunday through a solitary 
goal scored by Barcelona 
midfielder Iniesta three minutes 
from the end of extra-time.

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The Iberian bid has been said 
by many pundits to be amongst 
the favourites for hosting either 
the 2018 or 2022 World Cup. 

In January 2009, and after 
months of speculation, Portugal 
and Spain made a joint an- 
nouncement that they had formal- 
ised the basic framework under 
which they will be launching a bid 
to host the 2018 or 2022 World 
Cups. Support from South 
America and even Africa when 
FIFA sits down to select the host 
country or countries could prove 
crucial due to the many friends 
Portugal and Spain have on these 
continents. 

Officials in Lisbon and Madrid 
have said should their 2018 bid 
fail, they would look to host foot- 
ball’ s showpiece tournament 
four years later. 

Portugal built seven modern 
stadiums from scratch and reno- 
vated three others for Euro 2004 
as well as upgrading the country’ s 
transport infrastructure in what 
was termed the “best Euro ever” 


by UEFA. 

Benfica’s Estadio da Luz is 
Portugal’ s biggest venue, with a 
62,000 capacity for international 
games - 18,000 short of FIFA’s 
demand that the final or opening 
game be held at a venue with a 
capacity of 80,000. 

Sporting’s Estadio Jose 
Alvalade andFC Porto’ s Estadio 
do Dragao each hold 52,000 and 
are unlikely to require many re- 
furbishments. 

A total of 12 stadiums are to 
be used in the World Cup. 

Despite numerous other bids 
being launched (ten to date) Eng- 
land and Iberia seem to have sin- 
gled each other out as the main 
contenders. 

Illustrating this rivalry, 
former Manchester United as- 
sistant manager and current Por- 
tugal national coach Carlos 
Queiroz, made only one com- 
ment following the announce- 
ment in Lisbon of the Iberian can- 
didacy: “Our bid is to defeat the 
English”. 


World Cup Briefs 

Portugal receives €7.1 million for World 
Cup campaign 

The International Football Federation (FIFA) awarded the Portu- 
guese Football Federation €7 . 1 million for the national squad’ s par- 
ticipation in the 2010 South Africa World Cup. World Cup champi- 
ons Spain received €23. 7 million. 

All teams that participated in the South Africa World Cup were 
awarded monetary prizes by FIFA, ranging from €6.3 million (for 
teams knocked out in group stages) to €23.7 million for the World 
Cup champions. 

Runners up Holland were awarded € 1 9 million, whilst semi-final- 
ists Germany and Uruguay received €15. 8 million. Teams that reached 
the quarter finals (Argentina, Paraguay, Brazil and Ghana) were given 
€14.2 million, and teams that lost in the final sixteen round (Chile, 
England, Japan, Mexico, Portugal, Slovakia, South Korea and United 
States) received €7.1 million. 

Algeria, Australia, Cameroon, Denmark, France, Greece, Hondu- 
ras, Italy, Ivory Coast, New Zealand, Nigeria, North Korea, Serbia, 
Slovenia, South Africa and Switzerland were the teams who were 
awarded the least, €6.3 million. 

Cristiano "happy" Spain won World Cup 

Portuguese international and Real Madrid player Cristiano Ronaldo 
has this week said he is “very happy” that Spain have been crowned 
the world champions of football. 

The world’ s best player in 2008 said that his happiness was due to 
the fact that it is the country where he works and that he has many 
friends in Spain. 

CR7 is currently on holiday in the Algarve and when approached 
by reporters on Monday, he asked them to respect his privacy and 
allow him to make the best of his time off. 

As for the birth of his son, he reiterated that he is very happy and 
asked the media to allow him to enjoy the time he spends with 
Cristiano Junior. 

Queiroz lashes out at "crooked, 
dishonest" reporter 

Portuguese national football squad head coach Carlos Queiroz has 
launched a vicious attack on a reporter for weekly newspaper ‘Sol’ , 
that he accuses of having written “lies and falsehoods” in a story in 
which Queiroz appears to be critical of the Portuguese soccer federa- 
tion. 

‘Sol’ quotes Carlos Queiroz as having said that “considering the 
amateurish structure of the [Portuguese football] federation, things 
went great for the team” at the 201 0 W orld Cup, where Portugal reached 
the round of 16. 

Queiroz told Antena 1 that the quotes attributed to him were “false- 
hoods and lies”, and accused the ‘Sol’ reporter of being “crooked, 
dishonest, execrable and wicked”. 

‘Sol’ published a note on its website stating that it stands by its 
story and that Queiroz’ s statements were taped.
